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Rothman Honda’s Freddie Spencer 
became the first man to ever win 
the 250 and 500cc World Road 
Race Championships in the same 
year as he clinched the 500cc title 
with a win in the August 11 Swed- 
ish G.P. Spencer, who clinched 
the 250cc title last week at the 
British G.P., beat Marlboro Yama- 
ha's Eddie Lawson by over 20 
seconds at the Anderstorp track. 
Third place went to Britain's Ron 
Haslam (Hon) with Christian Sar- 
ron (Yam) and Randy Mamola (Hon) 
finishing fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively. West German Anton Mang 
(Hon) won the 250cc race over 
Carlos Lavado on the new Yamaha 
V-Twin; Spencer elected to sit out 
the 250cc race until the 500cc 
title was clinched. With only the 
Italian round of the 12-race series 
remaining, Spencer's 141 points 
leads Lawson's 118 while Sarron 
has a strong hold on third place 
with 80. 


The September 7 Frontier 500 will be 
run for the first time as a loop race 
this year. After three years of running 
from Las Vegas to the Carson City- 
Reno area, the race will be longer 
(650 miles) and rougher while start- 
ing and finishing in Las Vegas. This 
year’srace will also campaign a “Drive 
out Dystrophy” theme in an effort to 
raise money for the Muscular Dys- 
trophy Association.

The Motorcycle Safety Foundation 
(MSF) is backing California Assem- 
bly Bill AB412, designed to fund 
statewide motorcycle rider training 
programs. The proposed bill would 
add $2 to the cost of street motorcycle 
registration, raising an estimated $1.3 
million which would, in turn, be 
passed along to the MSF. The MSF 
emphasizes that the Bill will in no 
way regulate motorcycles or their 
use, but is merely a vehicle to ensure 
the future of MSF-administered rider 
education programs. At this point, 
AB412 has passed the state legisla- 
ture, and is waiting the signature of 
Governor George Deukmejian. How- 
ever, Deukmejian considers the $2 fee 
to be a tax, and is likely to veto the 
Bill unless he receives letters of sup- 
port from those who would be pay- 
ing the fee (motorcyclists). Deukme- 
jian will decide the fate of AB412 on 
August 22; cards and letters of sup- 
port are needed immediately to ensure 
its passage.

Goodbye to 55? 


Okay, you’ve heard it before, 
but please bear with me: The 
end of absolute federal control 
of highway speed limits seems 
to be getting closer, and your help is 
needed. 

Before you give up on this article as 
just another summer return, consider 
some developments on the speed- 
limit front. 

First and most recently, on the last 
day of July, I testified on behalf of the 
American Motorcyclist Association 
(AMA) at a hearing held by the U.S. 
Senate Environment and Public Works 
Committee’s Transportation Subcom- 
mittee. The intent of the hearing was 
to gather information on what should 
be included in upcoming federal-aid 
highway authorization legislation. 

Although the aim of the legislation 
will be to fund various road projects, 
programs and agencies, such authori- 
zation measures often collect what’s 
commonly referred to as “pork” — 
something like a bridge for a legisla- 
tor’s home district, a provision that 
probably wouldn't fly on its own mer- 
its. Legislators extol the need for a 
“clean” bill, but often the only way to 
win support for a big funding bill is to 
allow the odd bridge or library to get 
on for the ride. 

A couple of Senators want to change 
the speed limit by tacking it onto this 
authorization bill, and I testified in 
favor of that proposal. 

As I’ve written before in this space, 
Senate Bill 329, sponsored by Senator 
Chic Hecht (R-NV) and Senator Steve 
Symms (R-ID), is hung up in .the 
Senate’s Commerce, Science and 





Transportation Committee. The legis- 
lation would allow states to set a speed 
limit as high as 65 mph outside urban 
areas with a population of 50,000°or 
more. It’s not likely that Chairman 
John Danforth, a Missouri Republican, 
will bring the bill up for a hearing. 

Hecht and especially Symms, who is 
chairman of the above-mentioned 
Transportation Subcommittee, will 
need plenty of support to attach the 
speed-limit change to the highway bill 
and make it stick all the way through 
Congress. Letters urging a return of 
speed limit control to the states are 
needed. They should be sent to Symms 
(Transportation Subcommittee, 415 
Hart Senate Office Building, Washing- 
ton, DC 20510) and Chairman Robert 
Stafford (Environment and Public 
Works Committee, 410 Dirksen Senate 
Office Building). 

While you’ve got your paper and 
pen out, it wouldn’t hurt.to ask Dan- 
forth (Commerce, Science and Trans- 
portation Committee, 508 Dirksen Sen- 
ate Office Building) to hold hearings 
on S.329. Constituent pressure some- 
times works miracles. 

The second interesting development 
on the 55 front is the recent enactment 
of Nevada Assembly Bill 390, a compli- 
cated piece of legislation that will 
attempt to increase the state’s speed 
limit to 70 mph next July. The tradeoff 
will be imposing mandatory seat-belt 
use (Nevada already has a helmet law). 
However, the whole law — speed 
increase and seat belts — will automat- 
ically repeal itself if the federal govern- 
ment withholds highway funds due to 
the higher limit. 

The Nevada law challenges the feds 
to show just what they consider most 
important for highway safety. There 
have, in fact, have indications from the 
U.S. Department of Transportation 
that perhaps Congress should allow 
states to increase their speed limits if 
they take other steps to improve high- 
way safety — and a seat-belt law has 
been mentioned by the DOT as one of 
those other steps. By the way, 15 states 
now have belt laws. 


Third in my list of developments is 
again related to that threatened with- 
holding of funds. Arizona, Maryland 
and Vermont have been officially 
warned by the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration (a DOT agency) that they 
are out of compliance with the national 
speed limit. That means more than 
50% of the states’ traffic on 55-mph 
roads is traveling above the s 
limit, and those states are liable to lose 
10% of their federal highway funding. 
Word has it that about 10 other states 
have been told they’d better get their 
speeds down by the end of the fiscal 
year. 

A decade ago there was a similar 
situation with state helmet laws and 
federal highway funds. Just as the feds 
got to the point of withholding money 
from California, Illinois and Utah, 
Congress passed an AMA-backed bill 
that took away the DOT’s authority to 
blackmail states over helmet laws. 

We could see the same thing happen 
with the speed limit. I believe Congress 
would rather change the limit than 
face the wrath of voters after withhold- 
ing promised money. The government’s 
other alternatives are to postpone pun- 
ishing the non-complying states or 
change the compliance system, but 
those would only make it more evident 
that 55 has become more of a national 
sham than national speed limit. 

The speed limit issue has been get- 
ting a fair amount of media attention 
lately, including front-page stories in 
The Washington Post and USA Today. 
Exposure like that helps, as will the 
letters you write to those senators I 
mentioned previously (as well as your 
own two senators). With your help, we 
can rid the nation of a single speed 
limit in your lifetime. e

Rich Richards 


Rich Richards died June 24, after a 
five-year battle with cancer. He was 
71. One magazine article in the 1950s 
listed Eugene, Oregon as his home, 
but he lived in Duarte and Corona, 
California the past 40 years. 

During his career as a motorcycle 
rider, tuner, and builder, he set many 
records at drag strips and at Bonne- 
ville. In 1954, Rich set an unstream- 
lined 650cc record of 149.56 mph at 
Bonneville. With his son, Gary, as 
the rider, Rich’s 650cc Bonneville 
broke the record in 1961 with a speed 
of 159.64 mph and again in 1965 
going 161.79 mph. Gary also rode 
Rich’s650 Triumph at 141.50 mph, a 
record for “unblown” engines in the 
mile. With Rich as tuner, Gary later 
set a 750cc streamliner record at Bon- 
neville of 221.7 mph in 1969. Rich 
was also a member of the Triumph 
World Speed Record crew in 1962. He 
helped Bill Johnson set a new record 
of 230 mph in a streamlined 650 Tri- 
umph. This record plus many of his 
own still stand in the 650cc class. 

For years, Rich built most of his 
equipment in the Service Department 
of Mason Motors, a Triumph dealer- 
ship in Pasadena. His racing Tri- 
umphs were always sponsored by his 
close friend, Dave Mason. Another of 
Rich’s sponsors, especially on trips 
to Bonneville, was Cycle World mag- 
azine. Rich was also quick to give 
credit to those who helped him. On 
several occasions he mentioned Tim 
Witham, Bud Hare, Joe Dudek, Art 
Sparks, and Cal Makela. 

Rich will be missed by his many 
friends. Everyone liked him because 
he was always smiling, happy, and 
willing to help anyone he could. 
That is why I will always remember 
him as “King of the 650cc Triumph 
Tuners.”

Green stickies 


Regarding Steve Hollister’s letter 
(Cycle News, August 7)on BLM’s new 
regulations which include a green 
sticker requirement and a function- 
ing spark arrestor: the green sticker 





requirement and the functioning 
spark arrestor requirement are a direct 
result of an edict issued by the Off- 
Highway Motor Vehicle Recreation 
Commission to BLM, the Forest Ser- 
vice, and those persons applying for 
future grants. California's green stick- 
er program is the source for funding 
for ORV activity within the state of 
California. Most of the areas available 
have green sticker funds in them 
whether you know it or not. If you 
are going to be using an area which 
has green sticker funds in it, it would 
seem logical that you should yourself 
have a green sticker on your vehicle 
to support the fun that you are using. 

Spark arrestors will help combat 
the major noise problem we have in 
California. As a result of the noise 
problems, we lose acreage daily that 
is available for riding. As a resident of 
Victorville, I can attest to the fact that 
the desert does burn and when it 
burns, the fires spread so rapidly that 
it is difficult to contain. The vegeta- 
tion is dry and the winds are gener- 
ally in the 20 mph range in the 
afternoon. 

Contrary to your letter, BLM is not 
broke and the only way they get more 
of our tax dollars from the sale of 
green stickies is when the Off-High- 
way Motor Vehicle Recreation Com- 
mission gives it to them. The monies 
cannot be used for enforcement and 
can only be used to help off-roading, 
not hurt it. 

The free ride is over. If you want to 
use public lands to ride on or lands 
that have public funds in them (from 
green stickers), you need to start sup- 
porting the system by purchasing a 
green sticker and by cutting down on 
noise. When your neighbor complains 
about the toad that got ran over or the 
soil that was displaced or are they 
screaming about the noise the little 
kid is making in the dirt lot next door? 
Weare going to lose it all if wedo not 
conquer the noise problem. 

The laws are on the books, we have 
not made any new laws, we have just 
asked the agencies to enforce the laws 
that are currently in force which you 
should have known about and should 
have commented on when they went 
before the Senate and Assembly. There 











are matching regulations on the fed- 
eral level. 

Help us, don’t hinder us. We are all 
working for the same goal, to keep 
lands open for off-roading.

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World Team Cup Championship 


Danes defeat 
Americans by 
two points |

LONG BEACH, CA, AUG. 10 


“We are right, we are right, we are Danish 


Dynamite. Hey, Hey, Hey.” That was the 
chant of a group of boisterous Danish fans 
after Denmark defeated the USA 37-35 to win 


the World Team Cup Cham- 
pionship for the third consecu- 
tive season before a sellout 
crowd of-22,000 fans at Long 
Beach Veterans Stadium Saturday 
night. Tommy Knudsen led the Dan- 
ish charge on the track by scoring a 
perfect 12 points while multi-time 
World Champion Ole Olsen man- 
aged them off the track. 

The Danish squad was dynamite 
on the track while in action but their 
demeanor was also dynamite when 
they were off their machines.. They 
struck the first psychological blow 
about a half hour before the first race 
even began. While the riders were 
changing into their leathers Bruce 
Penhall, the American Team Man- 
ager, was being interviewed by the 
USA Television network. When the 





riders were returning from their pits 
they were asked by a member of the 
USA-TV staff to please walk behind 
the cameraman. The Americans, 
Swedes and Englishmen did. The 
Danes simply pushed the staff mem- 
ber out of the way and walked directly 
in front of the camera. On the score- 
sheet the Danes should have received 
their first point for the maneuver. 
After allowing extra time for sev- 
eral thousand fans to get into the sta- 
dium, it was time for event one. The 
USA was represented by Lance King 
but he got a poor gate and was behind 
Tommy Nilsson of Sweden, Den- 
mark’s Bo Petersen and Phil Collins 
(England). King immediately went 
to work and went to the inside to get 
some passing done. He was challeng- 
ing Petersen for second when they 
clashed coming off turn two. Petersen 








went down and the red flag was dis- 
played. Petersen was excluded caus- 
ing Olsen to fly into a rage at Field 
Operations Officer Barry Briggs. 
“That's ajoke,’’ Olsen shot at Briggs, 
“he hit him.” While strolling by, 
American captain Bobby Schwartz 
heard Olsen and simply looked direct- 
ly at the Dane and said, “That's 
speedway.” 

The field returned to the line with 
only three riders and it was time for 
the meeting to get underway again. 
Wrong. This time Phil Collins of 
England broke the tapes prompting 
teammate John Davis to scream in 
disbelief, “The f------ tapes aren't 
working.” That spurred someone else 
to say, “That's right, because your 
man broke them.” To say the least, 
there was a lot of psychological war- 
fare going on. 

The race restarted with only two 
riders and Nilsson raced ahead of 
King. He held the flashy American 
back until turn two on the second 
circuit when King shot by on the 
inside and rode off with the all- 
important first three points of the 
night. 

The riders for event two moved out 
onto the track and the warfare quickly 
turned to hand-to-hand combat. As 
Danish rider Tommy Knudsen was 
pushing off, he was told by Pit Ste- 
ward Phil Moon to wait. When Knud- 
sen didn't listen .Moon grabbed his 
handlebar, but was pushed out of the 
way by a Danish mechanic. Knudsen 
finally did stop farther up the track 
but he again started off too early. This 
time he was accosted by Technical 
Inspector Irwin Moon. Knudsen 
shoved Moon while still on his bike 
and then dismounted and started for 
Moon. At the same time a rather over- 
fed Danish mechanic thumped Moon 
on the chest, knocking him to the 
ground and started a minor scuffle. 
That little episode was finally broken 
up and they were ready to return to 
racing. 

The race got off and it was a war as 
the pack entered the first corner. 
Knudsen, John Cook and England’s 
Jeremy Doncaster blasted into the 
bend. Knudsen emerged in the lead 
while Cook and Doncaster battled for 
second. It was quickly apparent that 
barring mechanical failure Denmark 
had their first win of the night on the 
track. Knudsen ran way from the 
pack and Doncaster took his Ipswich 
teammate Cook for second. The USA 
now had a one-point lead. 
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Race three featured a strong show- 
ing by American Shawn Moran as he 
led number two in the world Hans 
Nielsen home by some six lengths 
and the USA had a 7-5 lead. 

Coming into the meeting some 
insiders questioned the choice of 
Bobby Schwartz being a regular on 
the American side. Schwartz, who 
was celebrating his 29 birthday that 
night, quickly silenced all of his crit- 
ics in race four when he led wire-to- 
wire over current World Champion 
Erik Gundersen of Denmark. It wasa 
classic duel as Gundersen was all 
over Schwartz all the way and he 
gambled and went to the far outside 
on the final lap but Schwartz gave the 
crowd what they wanted with a spec- 
tacular performance. 

Event five saw Knudsen pick up 
his second win of the night at the 
expense of Moran. It was obvious to 
see that Knudsen was the fastest man 
at the meeting. It was also obvious 
that England and Sweden had drop- 
ped by the wayside and were out of 
contention. In fact the British charges 
only had two points after five races. 


Heat six was very reminicent of 
heat 14 at the 1982 World Speedway 
Final. As the pack entered turn one, 
Schwartz gave England’s Kelvin 
Tatum a tap. That sent Tatum into 
Denmark’s reserve rider Preben Erik- 
sen, Eriksen went down and like 
Kenny Carter in 1982, slid under the 
fence and out of view. 

On the restart, which featured all 
four riders, Schwartz burst into the 
lead over Tatum and Eriksen, who 
jockeyed for the position until turn 
two when Tatum got the drive on the 
inside and shot under Eriksen and 
was poised to challenge Schwartz. He 
momentarily shoved a wheel past the 
American but that is as far as it was 
going to go as Schwartz forced back 
ahead much to the delight of the 
crowd. Eriksen got past Tatum and 
watched as Schwartz motored away 
from the pack for his second consecu- 
tive win. Eriksen held on for second 
just ahead of the determined chal- 
lenges of Tatum. 

Event seven saw World Champion 
Gundersen at his finest as he defeated 
King by half a straightaway while 
King was forced to hold off the deter- 
mined efforts of Doncaster for second. 
The USA still had a two-point lead 
but then came the fateful event eight. 

Event eight seemed to turn the 
meeting towards the Dane’s favor. 
Swedish number one Jan Andersson 
raced into the lead from the gate, 
chased by Nielsen, Cook and Collins. 
Nielsen swept by on the back chute 
for the lead while Cook moved up to 
challenge Andersson for second. Cook 
moved to the outside in turn one and 
lost traction in the cushion. He slid 
out and down, with his foot caught 
in the rear fender. Cook was excluded 
and Nielsen easily won the rerun over 
Andersson and Collins and the Danes 
went into intermission with a one- 
point lead. 

At the intermission you could feel 
the confidence coming from the Dan- 
ish pits. Team Manager Olsen at one 
point clapped his hands together and 
shouted, “Go for it boys.” He then . 
went into a Danish pep-talk that 
seemed to get them going. 

As the riders came onto the track 
for event nine so did the water truck. 
That prompted the Danish camp to 
go wild. Gundersen stood in the 
middle of turn one and threw his 
hands into the air, “I don’t believe 
this. It is just crazy.” Well, only half 
crazy as according to water truck 
driver Brad Oxley, only half of the 
track got watered before he was told 
to get off. 

The first race after intermission 
featured Schwartz against Nielsen. 
He had already beaten World Cham-

pion Gundersen but could he defeat 
the world’s most consistent rider in 
1985? The answer was a resounding 
yes as Schwartz ran away and hid. 
Nielsen had to duke it out with Don- 
caster for second. Doncaster passed 
him on lap two but Nielsen went 
inside as they came off four and 
headed for the last-lap flag. The score 
was knotted at 20-20. 

Event 10 was a thriller. Gundersen 
was second out of the gate behind 
Moran but he cut directly in front of 
Moran in turn one and took the lead. 
Unfortunately for Gunderson he came 
in too hard and drifted wide allowing 
Moran to blast by on the inside as 
they came off two. Moran opened up 
a lead but Gundersen slowly chopped 
it down and he made a last-ditch 
effort as they came off turn four and 
headed for the checkered, but came 
up one length short. The USA had a 
precarious one-point advantage, 
23-22. 

Cook was due up in event 11 but he 
had only scored one point from his 
first two efforts and he was replaced 
by Sam Ermolenko. Also in the event 
was Danish reserve Eriksen. Eriksen 
gated over England’s Richard Knight 
and Ermolenko. Ermolenko quickly 
elevated himself to second and hacked 
away at Eriksen’s advantage. He really 
got in gear on the final revolution 
and out of the last corner he got a 
tremendous drive but it only got him 
to within a couple of lengths of 
Eriksen and the score was tied again 
with five races to go. 





Knudsen took his third consecu- 
tive win in event 12 over Lance King. 
They had a war into the first corner 
but Knudsen emerged with a lead. He 
opened it up on lap two but King 
came charging back and chased 
Knudsen to the checkered but his 
second-place finish gave the Danes a 
one-point lead. 

King came right back in event 13. 
He gota poor gate and found himself 
at the back of the pack with Nielsen 
at the front. King quickly moved into 
second when he zipped past Knight 
and Sweden’s Pierre Brannefors but 
that is as far as he got and the Danes 
now hada two-point lead. It was time 
for the Danes to break out the coffin 
hammers and nails before event 14 as 
a win would put the heat on the 
Americans. Gundersen ran away with 
it while Ermolenko and Tatum 
battled for second and in the end 
Tatum took the two points. That 
gave Denmark a 34-30 lead and they 
could sew it up in the next race. 

Schwartz and Knudsen were both 
ina very importantevent 15. Schwartz 
got the gate from one with Knudsen 
hot on his tail. Schwartz was clearly 
racing his heart out for his country 
and Knudsen was dogging him. Sch- 
wartz maintained a narrow lead 
through lap two. He headed Knud- 
sen into the first bend on lap three 
but the Dane went to the inside in 
turn two and raced by for the lead. 
Schwartz kept after it but had to settle 
for second. The win gave the Danes 
another jewel in, their, crown. The

entire team raced to the front chute, 
swept Knudsen in the air and gave 
the traditional bumps while the Dan- 
ish fans went wild. The American 
fans gave the Danes a nice round of 
applause.until Eriksen tried to hand 
a Danish flag toa girl who was riding 
in the back of a truck with a card 
signifying which race was upcom- 
ing. The girl had an American flag in 
her hand and when she refused to 
take the Danish flag Eriksen began to 
hit her American flag with his flag. 
That prompted the fans in the area to 
boo loudly as well as saluting him 
with several obscene gestures. 

The racing ended as it began with 
an American winning and Denmark 
getting last when Moran won heat 
16. But it didn’t matter as the power- 
ful team from Denmark had a two- 
point win. 

After the event the Danes first cele- 
brated with their trophy and they 
then went to the stands so their fans 
could be part of the victory. Gun- 
dersen, who was a doubtful starter a 
few weeks ago after a long track spill 
in West Germany said, “This feels so 
great. Absolutely great.” Schwartz 
walked onto the track to congratulate 
them and he was met by a chorus of 
Happy Birthday froma bevy of Amer- 
ican fans. Schwartz acknowledged 
the fans and with just a few words he 
put the entire evening in perspective. 





“The best team won tonight,” he said 
solemly but he quickly shot back 
with a smile, “But just wait until 
next year.” .

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Team Honda's Ron Lechien wrapped up his first-ever National Champion- 
ship after winning both 125cc motos in Minnesota.

Round 9 


Lechien sweeps to 
title in Minnesota

MILLVILLE, MN, AUG. 11 


The deep sand and hillsides of Spring Creek 
Motocross Park were very good to Honda’s 
Ron Lechien; the 18-year-old pulled well 
clear of the throng in both 125cc class motos 


at the Pepsi-Cola National 
Motocross and sprinted straight 
to his first National Champion- 


ship. While one round remains 
in the series, Lechien has the title 
clinched and he can return to his 
home in El Cajon, California, and 
reflect on a seasonwhere he has thus 
far won 15 out of 18 motos and posted 
seven overall wins — a case of near 
total domination. 

While Lechien ran away with wins 
in both motos, Yamaha’s Keith Bowen 
and Suzuki’s George Holland diced 





their way to second and third overall, 
respectively, in the 125cc ranks, while 
third fell to Suzuki's Erik Kehoe. 
Lechien has an 81-point lead over 
Kehoe, 417 to 336, as the series heads 
to the finale in Washougal, Wash- 
ington, on August 25. 

Honda's Bob Hannah put his first 
National win of the series in the 
record books by posting a 1-2 tally in 
the 250cc class, while teammate 
Johnny O'Mara took second over- 
all ahead of defending National 
Champion Rick Johnson and Kawa- 
saki’s Jeff Ward. Series leader Ward 
has 401 points: to the 381 of both

Johnson and O'Mara, and the title 
will be decided at the final race. 

On the rebound from a wrist injury, 
David Bailey won both motos in the 
500cc class to put the finishing touches 
on a Team Honda sweep of all three 
classes, while Kawasaki-mounted 
privateer Alan King captured second 
overall ahead of Hi-Point’s Eric 
Eaton. Yamaha’s Broc Glover, who 
clinched the class title at the previous 
round in Binghamton, New York, 
elected to sit out the race. 

The $20,000 race was held under 
sunny and dry conditions, and promoter 
Perry Hendricks’ track was in opti- 
mum condition. The sandy soil was 
heavily watered to make for dust-free 
racing. 


250cc 

Yamaha's Rick Johnson and 
Yamaha Support rider Danny Stor- 
beck headed the start of the first 
moto, and the pair, along with Bob 
Hannah, managed to steer clear of a 
pileup in the second corner which 
claimed several top contenders — 
including Jeff Ward and Johnny 
O'Mara. “I was right in the middle of 
it,” said O'Mara. “Im not sure who 
led the pileup, but it was just a chain 
reaction type of deal where everyone 
had to stop. There were only a couple 
of lines in the turn and I had nowhere 
to go. I just had to wait for everyone 
ahead of me to do something; I came 
out of it in about 15th place.” 

At the end of the first lap, Johnson, 
Storbeck, Hannah and Yamaha- 
mounted Steve Burdette formed the 
top four, while O’Mara began his 
charge through the pack. Ward was 
the last rider to get back under way. 
after the pileup and was on the move 
from 35th place. 

In the middle of the second lap, 
Hannah pulled into the lead ahead of 
Johnson, Storbeck, Yamaha Support’s 
Jim Holley, Malcolm Smith-backed 
Alley Semar and O'Mara. By the end 
of lap five, Hannah was three seconds 
clear of the Storbeck/Johnson dice 
over third and charging like the 
Hannah of old. With the fans urging 
him on, Hannah pulled out all the 
stops and cooked to, a 12-second 
cushion by lap 10 of what would 
would be a 16-lap race. 

As the race entered lap 12, Hannah 
was long gone but second-place 
Johnson still under fire from Stor- 
beck, who was in turn under fire from 
O'Mara. Two laps from the finish, 
O'Mara managed to squeeze past 





Storbeck to take third, while fifth was 
in the hands of Ward, who had made 
a great comeback. At the finish, it was 
Hannah the winner by nearly 15 
seconds, with Johnson second over 
O'Mara, Storbeck, Ward and Kawa- 
saki’s Goat Breker, who was also 
involved in the melee just after the 
start. 

The second moto was the O’Show 
all the way. “I knew the only way I 
was going to win the moto was to get 
away from them quick,” said O’Mara, 
“so the first two or three laps I just 
tried to hammer to a decent lead to 
get away from those guys.” 

“Those guys” were Johnson, Ward 
and Hannah — and running in a 
cluster in second, third and fourth 
only two seconds behind O'Mara. 
The three engaged in a duel which 
would last most of the race; Hannah 
managed to get a wheel ahead of 
Johnson and Ward on lap six, with 
the trio often running side-by-side up 
and down the hills. While he was far 
off the pace, fifth was in thehands of 
Breker over Storbeck and Myerscough 
Racing’s Brian Myerscough. 

O'Mara was six seconds free of the 
Hannah/Johnson/Ward tussle over 
second by lap six, which he extended 
to 13 seconds by lap 12. While Han- 
nah was still at the head of the battle 
for second, the position was still up 
in the air. “Johnson and Ward were 
really giving me a rough time,” said 
Hannah. “We were really hauling 
and I never could break free of them 
until about four laps to go; Ricky 
(Johnson) had a couple of good lines 
and I didn’t want him to get close 
enough to use them in the end. I said 
to myself, ‘I’m going to get out of 
here!’ I just wicked up, but Johnny 
(O'Mara) had a clear shot at the win.” 

O'Mara won by eight seconds, with 
Hannah pulling clear of Johnson 
and Ward to finish second and lock 
up his first win since the Daytona 
Supercross in March, while Breker 
topped Storbeck for fifth. “It feels 
good,” said Hannah. “Right after 
Daytona I broke my wrist, and my 
luck has been running good and bad 
since. Somebody could've knocked 
me off today, and it would’ve been 
gone. You have to have luck to win — 
not just skill.” 


125cc 

Ron Lechien pulled a clean hole- 
shot to start the proceedings in the 
125cc class, with George Holland, 
Moto-X Fox-supported Rick Ryan 
and Malcolm Smith-backed Guy

Cooper following him off the line 
and through the first lap. “My strat- 
egy was to get a good start and stay 
clean,” said Lechien. “I had felt real 
good here on press day on Thursday, 
and things were going well after the 
start. I really put a good charge on in 
the first four or five laps of the race, 
then got a good pace going.” 

Lechien was charging in the early 
laps, and after lap five he had a full 
eight-second lead over the second- 
place dice involving Holland and 
Ryan. A few seconds behind Ryan 
came Suzuki’s A.J. Whiting with 
Keith Bowen in close tow, while 
Cooper was in a heated debate over 
sixth with Kawasaki Team Green’s 
Eddie Warren. 

With a clear track ahead of him, 
Lechien methodically increased his 
leading margin over a second per lap 
through the 13th circuit of the 16-lap 
race, pushing out to a maximum of 
18 seconds ahead of Holland. “Once I 
was far enough ahead, I just put it 
into cruise and went home,” said 
Lechien. Behind him, Holland was 
in a lone second while Ryan was 
under attack from Bowen. On lap 14, 
Bowen swept past Ryan and began to 
close in on Holland, while Whiting 
was fifth ahead of Warren. 

Lechien backed off considerably in 
the final two laps and posted the win 
— by five seconds — over Holland. 
Bowen closed quickly on Holland in 
the final lap, but fell three seconds 
short and took second, while fourth 
fell to Ryan over Whiting and Warren. 
Erik Kehoe throttled his way up toa 
seventh-place finish afer coming off 
the start near mid-pack. “When I get 
a good holeshot like that, I can afford 
to taper off a bit in the final laps,” 
said Lechien. “I wasn’t going very 
fast toward the end.” 

Moto two was much the same for 
Lechien; he clicked for another hole- 
shot and left the pack behind in a 
moto where he would earn the hand- 
ful of points he needed to clinch the 
championship. “You never know 
what might happen,” said Lechien. 
“Ihave to ride these 125s so hard that 
it seems like they’re going to come 
apart at any second. I was just pray- 
ing that nothing went wrong.” 

Lechien had built a seven-second 
cushion over second-place Ryan, 
Warren, Race Tech’s Billy Frank, 
Bowen, Kehoe and Holland by the 
end of the third lap, and was well on 
his way to the crown. By lap 10, the 
order behind Lechien — who was 12 
seconds gone — had changed consid- 
erably. Kehoe had maneuvered his 

ay into second, bringing Bowen 
and Holland along with him, while 

Jarren was fifth over Ryan and 

hiting. 
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On lap 14, Bowen finally put Kehoe 
to rest and secured second, while 
Holland began to knock on the rear 
fender of teammate Kehoe. Again, 
Lechien had a fortress of nearly 20 
seconds over runner-up Bowen as-he 
took the white flag. “I knew I was so 
close,” said Lechien. “All I had to do 
was make one more lap!” 

Not to worry; Lechien clicked off 
the final lap for the win as well as his 
first title, while Bowen took second 
over Holland, Kehoe, Whiting, 
Warren, Cooper and Ryan. Lechien 


was greeted by his tuner, Chris Haines, . 


who gave him a bear hug moments 
after he crossed the line. 

“Winning the championship feels 
great,” said Lechien, “and hopefully 
we can make it two at the Pasadena 
Supercross next weekend; winning 
the second one (the supercross title) 
will be even better. That’s what were 
going to work on now. I lost out to 
Johnson for the 250cc title last year, 
and this makes up for it.” 


500cc 


Eric Eaton and Savage Racing 's Jo 
Jo Keller crested the hill at the end of 
the starting straightaway running a 
tight 1-2 ahead of Kawasaki's Billy 
Liles, S&S Sprockets/Scott USA- 
backed Todd Harrell, David Bailey 
and Honda Support rider Mike Fisher. 
Yamaha rider Eaton gave in to pres- 
sure from Keller (who was riding a 
Honda CR500R equipped with the 
Boyesen-Link rear suspension) mid- 
way through the second lap, then 
Keller proceeded to run away from 
the rest of the field. 

By the end of the fifth lap, Keller 
was a full 10 seconds in front of Liles 
and Eaton, while Bailey was making 
strides toward Eaton from fourth. 
“My (left) wrist is feeling pretty good,” 
said Bailey. “I have it wrapped in a 
steel-lined bandage which limits the 
movement somewhat; after a while 
on the track, it doesn’t bother me.” 
Bailey injured the wrist at the Buch- 
anan (Michigan) National in July. 

Alan King was up to fifth behind 
Bailey and ahead of Harrell, Fisher 
and Husqvarna’s Andy Stacy by the 
end of lap six. “We put a new shock 
on the Kawasaki and the spring was 
way too soft,” said King, “but I 
started to work my way to the front.” 


On lap eight, Keller began to lose 
some of his lead to Liles, with Bailey 
up to third ahead of Eaton, King, 
Harrell] and Fisher. “I hada flat front 
tire,” said Keller, “and as anyone 
who has ever had a front flat can tell 
you, the bike is a handful to steer.” 

Liles was passed by Bailey on lap 
10, and Bailey set out after leader 
Keller. “I could see Keller was mak- 
ing a few little mistakes,” said Bailey, 
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“and it took me a few laps to catch 
him. I finally got by him (on lap 12) 
and thought, well, that’s that. Then 
about three corners later, he got by 
me again; that surprised me a lot. I 
knew he was serious.” 

Keller led laps 13 and 14 with Bai- 
ley hanging only a bikelength or two 
behind, and with two laps left to go, 
Bailey got by for good. “I just had to 
waitfor a mistake,” said Bailey, “and 
Keller went wide in a turn and I got 
him.” Keller took an excursion into 
the trees on the final lap, and with 
tree limbs hanging over his bike, 
remounted for an “easy” second over 
King, Liles, Eaton, Fisher and Stacy. 
Harrell came in for 18th after stop- 
ping to fix a derailed chain, which 
came off after a rock had become 
wedged in between the sprocket and 
chain. 

Eaton and Keller again holeshot 
the field in the second moto, with 
Harrell, Liles, King, Bailey and Stacy 
following them after the first lap. 
The lead fell into the lap of Keller on 
lap three, while Eaton was left to 
scrap over second with Liles. Later in 
the lap, Liles was on the sidelines. “I 
came up with a case of food poison- 
ing a few days before the race,” said 
Liles, “and was still feeling pretty 
weak. I was OK as long as I kept the 
bike upright, but when I fell it just 
took too much out of me when I had 
to pick it up. I couldn’t go on.” 

On lap four, Eaton came out of the 
back section of the track with the lead 
over King and Bailey, while Keller 
was forced to pit for repairs. “You 
can’t win’em when you can’t keep air 
in the tires,” said Keller, who had 
stopped to swap the rear wheel for a 
fresh one when the tire had gone flat. 
Keller re-entered the race nearly a full 
lap down, then later sustained yet 
another flat tire and dropped out of 
the race. “I really thought this was 
going to be my day,” continued Keller, 
“and I was gone in both motos. It’s a 
real heartbreaker.” 

On the eighth lap, King scooted 
past Eaton for the lead, with Bailey 
passing Eaton on the following lap. 
Eaton settled into a distant third 
ahead of Stacy, and the two would 
hold their positions until the finish. 
King and Bailey, however, went at it 
until the very end. 

“I was still a little out of practice 
since I hadn’t seen a gate drop in five 
weeks,” said Bailey, “but I managed 
to pass King (two laps from the end) 
and won it. There wasn’t a whole lot 
of incentive to do well since the 
championship has already gone to 
Broc (Glover).” King was only three 
seconds behind winner Bailey at the 
finish, with Eaton third ahead of 


Stasy, Yamaha QyPRacts Mark,

Murphy and Harrell. 

“We cranked the shock preload up 
all the way for the second moto,” said 
King, “and the bike worked a lot bet- 
ter. I had trouble with lapped riders 
near the end; they would pull over 
right away when they saw the number 
one plate of Bailey’s, but I had to 


work to get around them.” eo

AMA Grand National Championship/ 
Camel Pro Series: Round 20 





Graham, Shobert 
play in Peoria

PEORIA, IL, AUG. 11 


Camel Pro Series Champion Ricky Graham 


collected his first National win of the year 


with a victory over Honda teammate Bubba 
Shobert in the Peoria TT. The victory marked 


Graham's first time as main 
man in winner's circle since 
last year’s late August daytime 
Indy Mile National. Graham, 


Shobert and the rest of the fiéld were 
caught by surprise when the check- 
ered flag flew, since there had been no 
white flag to signal one lap to go. 
The waving of the checkered flag 
ended whatever last lap strategy Sho- 
bert might have had on tap. 


Shobert was disappointed at the out- 
come, but tempered his feelings with 
the fact he padded his title chase 
points lead over sixth place finisher 
Doug Chandler. Both Graham and 
Shobert were riding 600cc four-stroke 
singles with Graham's looking totally 
like a motocross bike which had 
shown up at the wrong track. Gra- 
ham proved it hadn't. 


Third at Peoria, after leading 11 of 
the first 12 laps in the 25-lap National, 
went to rookie Expert Chris Carr and 
his Ron Wood Racing-backed 660cc 





Wood-Rotax. Randy Green, aboard a 
Honda 600cc single sponsored by 
Bel-Ray, Simpson and Woodland 
Honda, finished fourth. Harley- 
Davidson’s Scott Parker filled 
out the top five on his XR750. 

Chandler slipped back in the points 
chase and now trails leader Shobert 
by 14 points, 158 to 172. 
Time trials 

The Peoria track, a circuit just over 
half a mile in length, features a long 
front straight leading to a sweeping 
turn one/two area before the run to 
the jump. A serpentine left-right-left 
set of turns follows the jump and 
leads to another sweeper before the 
rider gets back on the front straight. 
The track started out fast, then slowed 
as it dried out. Shobert’s one lap at 
26.715 seconds was quickest in time 
trials, but nearly one-tenth off the 
1983 record of Jay Springsteen of 
26.611. Parker manhandled his 
XR750, weighing at least 60 pounds 
more than the heaviest four-stroke

single at the track, to second best time 
with Carr, Graham and Springsteen 
filling out the top five. 

There were only 45 Experts on 
hand to vie for a spot in the 48-rider 
field so all made the program. 


Heats 


A decision was made by AMA offi- 
cials and the promoting Peoria M.C. 
to run the full National program 
first. 

The first heat was halted after one 
lap when Sammy Sweet crashed hard 
in turn two. Sweet ended up with a 
big headache and plenty of bruises. 
On the restart, it was Shobert from 
start to finish on his Skip Eaken- 
tuned mount, Scott Pearson, opting 
to ride a Yamaha 750 borrowed from 
Gardner Racing’s Charlie Gardner 
rather than his Honda 600, ran in 
second all the way. Dave Byrd and 
Pearson spent a day long session set- 
ting the bike up for Scott's riding style. 
Nava-sponsored Billy Herndon pres- 
sured Pearson through the first half 
of the 10-lap heat and then settled 
into a run to the finish in third. 

“Isaw I had a lock on third,” said 
Herndon, “and I played it safe. I 
wanted to save my racing for when it 
really counted.” 

The first heat proved to be the fast- 
est of the four and earned the choice 
of pole position for winner Shobert. 

The second heat saw a battle from 
start to finish with Parker coming 
out on top over Doug Chandler and 
Mickey Fay. Fay, on a Freddie Spen- 
cer/SuperTrapp Racing spare Honda 
of Chandler, led the scrap on the start. 
The position swapping started almost 
immediately with Parker and Fay 
going at it while Chandler watched 
from about five bikelengths back. 
Parker and Fay traded the lead back 
and forth until lap seven when Parker 
took over for good. Chandler then began 
to pressure Fay and slipped into 
second on the final lap and the three 
tickets to the National were set. 

Parker was his jubilant self, slap- 
ping the hands of the fans along the 
front straight on the cool off lap. 

It was Carr, on the Ron Wood- 
built and tuned Wood-Rotax, in a 
full-tilt battle with Green and his 
Carl Blumfeldt-tuned Honda. Carr 
inched away in the final laps of heat 
three when Green had his rear brake 
go away. 





“On this track you can’t push hard 
unless you have a front and rear 
brake,” said Green afterward. “The 
battle for third was going so strong I 
didn't worry about them catching 
me. 

Pete Hames claimed third at the 
finish on his Gardner/Griswold/ 
Board Racing H-D 560cc single, but 
until halfway through the final lap 
the position was up for grabs. Tim 
Mertens, who held third most of the 
way, got bumped out in turn one of 
the last go-around with Hames and 
Jon Cornwell getting by. 

“I’m not in the points chase so I've 
got nothing to lose riding the bike,”’ 
said Graham about his TT mount in 
motocross trim. The bike, built by 
Honda’s projects department, was 
ridden by factory MXer Ron Lechien 
to the overall win in last year’s Four- 
Stroke National MX. For Peoria it 
received an engine massaged by Rob 
Muzzy. 

Graham grabbed the lead in heat 
four with Jay Springsteen rolling 
past Ted Boody and his College Bike 
Shop-backed Honda 600 for second 
on lap two. Graham and Springsteen 
stayed in position to the finish in first ° 
and second while third went to Boody 
after spending nearly the entire 10 
laps holding off Ronnie Jones and 
then Terry Poovey in the final laps.

The top two riders from the two 
semis earned tickets to the National 
with Don Estep becoming the second 
rookie Expert in the National via his 
first semi win. Estep, aboard a Wood- 
Rotax backed by G.A. Simmons Oil 
Field Construction, led Charlie Orr 
and his Arlington (Texas) Honda- 
sponsored Honda to the finish after 
Roger Thompson took himself out 
of second with a late lap crash. 

Semi two saw Ronnie Jones, also

SuperTrapp Racing stable, take the 
win. Second was decided in the final 
inches as Scott Adams and Steve 
Eklund ran side-by-side to the flag. 
Adams, on the ABA Recovery H-D 
560, got the nod after a conference by 
finish line officials.

Gardner wins after 
Roberts breaks

SUZUKA CITY, JAPAN, JULY 28 


Going into the final hour of the 1985 Suzuka 
Eight-Hour World Championship endur- 
ance race, Kenny Roberts and Japanese co- 
rider Tadahiko Taira were holding a strong 


lead and Yamaha’s chances of 
victory in its first endurance 
racing foray were looking good. 

The Shiseido-backed FZ750- 


based works Yamaha they shared was 
quite clearly the fastest bike on the 
track, and both riders had used it to 
devastating effect. 

After turning a 2-minute, 22.470 
second lap on the eighth of 12 quali- 
fying laps on the Friday morning 


before.the race, Roberts had-demon-.. < 





strated that two-stroke or four, he can 
still match it with anyone. 

His time was the second fastest of 
the session, bettered only by the 
2:20.799 lap clocked by Honda’s 
Wayne Gardner. And whereas Aus- 
tralian Gardner is almost a veteran of 
the Suzuka circuit, this was Kenny’s 
first race on the demanding 3.23-mile 
course. 

While Gardner slipped off to cool 
his heels in the pool, Taira went out 


in the second session and reeled_off a.. 





“2:22. 297 lap. With only 0.17 seconds 
between their qualifying times, 
Roberts and Taira emerged as the 
most potent and evenly-matched team 
in the race. 

After Friday's qualifying sessions, 
there was more practice before the 
final time trials Saturday. Roberts 
was hard at work, switching back- 
wards and forwards between the two 
works bikes he and Taira had at their 
disposal. And while the veterans of 
the World Endurance Championship 
— the French Honda and Suzuki 
teams — put the final touches to their 
machines, the Yamaha mechanics 
were hard at work checking and re- 
checking the smallest details. 

Yamaha was deadly serious about 
its endurance racing debut. By con- 
tracting Roberts for the race, it had 
focused more attention on the Suz- 
uka event than ever before. 

After Gardner had won the Suzuka 
200-kilometer race on a works RVF750 
Honda V-four in June, his photo 
appeared on the huge billboards used 
to promote the Eight-Hour, the third 
round of the 1985 World Endurance 
Championship. 

And with Roberts’ entry, the pro- 
moters jumped at the chance to build 
up the event as a Yamaha-Honda bat- 
tle, with Gardner facing the vast tal- 
ent of Roberts. 

Apart from Roberts and Gardner, 
the race boasted the best international 
line-up in its eight year history. Texan 
Kevin Schwantz partnered 1980 race 
winner Graeme Crosby on a Yoshi- 
mura Suzuki GSXR750; three-time 
winner Mike Baldwin shared a works 
Honda with Frenchman Dominique 
Sarron; Australians Rob Phillis and 
Kevin Magee teamed on a Moriwaki 
CBX750; reigning World Endurance 
Champions Patrick Igoa and Gerard 
Coudry were hunting for points on 
their Honda France RVF750 V-four 
and Suzuki France turned up with 
1983 world champions Herve Moi- 
neau and Richard Hubin on one 
works GSXR750 and Jean Pierre 
Oudin and Patrick de Radigues on 
another. 

A round of the World Endurance

for the Japanese factories the prestige 
of winning in front of their home 
crowd seemed of much greater im- 
portance. 

The French Honda and Suzuki 
teams could get on with their battle 
for the championship — the factories 
would fight to win the event. 

Accordingly, Honda had its domes- 
tic test rider Takao Abe partnered by 
Keiji Kinoshita on another RVF750 
V-four; Hiroyuki Kawasaki partnered 
Shinichi Ueno on a second Yamaha 
FZ750 and Suzuki was represented by 
Yoshimura riders Shosuke Kita and 
Satoshi Tsujimoto. 

It was a promoter’s dream. Factory 
versus factory, Roberts versus Gard- 
ner, Internationals versus Japanese 
... and 241,000 fans turned up to 
watch. 

By then, Roberts had surprised 
everyone with a 2:19.956 qualifying 
lap to grab pole position in the final 
session on Saturday. There was little 
doubt Kenny had a psychological 
advantage. Even so, many questioned 
the Yamaha’s ability to go the dis- 
tance, pointing out that in the last 
four Japanese Formula One races, 
the FZs had only made it to the finish 
once. 

Gardner had indicated he felt con- 
fident about getting into the 2:19s on 
the Honda if he had to, but admitted 
that Roberts’ qualifying time had 
taken him by surprise. He had felt 
certain no one would better his own 
lap time, and as a result, he hadn’t 
gone out in the Saturday sessions. 

But qualifying times for an endu- 
rance race are largely irrelevant —it’s 
finishing that counts. 

And with an hour left to run, 
Roberts and Taira looked like fin- 
ishers as well as winners. The Shiseido 
Yamaha hadn't missed a beat and 
they had turned in an almost copy- 
book race. 

Almost, because shooting for a 
good getaway from the LeMans start, 
Roberts appeared to stall the bikeand 
had trouble getting it to fire up. As 
the field streaked away, his Japanese 
mechanics raced out and pushed him 
off the grid to get the Yamaha to fire 
into life. 

That was Kenny's first problem. 
Not only did he have to fight his way 
through the field — he also had to 
face the prospect of either a one-lap 
or one-minute penalty, whichever 
the FIM Jury felt the most appro- 
priate, for his assisted start. 

And his second problem was 
Gardner. 

Gardner may not yet be well known 
in the U.S., but it was here he made 
his first step onto the international,

stage, finishing fourth in the Day- 
tona Superbike race in 1981. 

Since then, he has spent four years 
racing in Britain, the last three on 
works Honda Formula One bikes. 
After winning the British F-1 Cham- 
pionship back-to-back in 1983 and 
"84, Gardner embarked on a full 500cc 
Championship campaign on a works 
NS500 triple at the start of 1985. 

But unlike most other top 500cc 
GP riders, Gardner has also raced 
four-strokes during the year, winning 
an F-] race at Suzuka in March and 
an endurance race there in June. 

While Roberts had battled up 
through the field in the first hour, 
Gardner had pulled outa very strong 
lead over Coudray on the French 
Honda and Baldwin, with the French 
Suzukis trailing behind running in 
formation. 

By the time Roberts pitted at the 
50-minute mark, though, he had slot- 
ted the Yamaha into second place. 
Taira went out and quickly got on 
the pace so that when Masaki Tokuno 
took over from Gardner, the gap to 
the leaders began to close dramati- 
cally. While Taira could match 
Roberts’ times, Tokuno was three to 
four seconds a lap slower than 
Gardner. 

Just over halfway through the sec- 
ond hour, Taira caught Tokuno and 
the Honda, passing for the lead on 
the run out of the hairpin. He then 
proceeded to pull away at three to 
four seconds a lap while Gardner sat 
watching in the pits, fuming that his 
strong lead had now turned into a 
deficit. 

In third place, Dominique Sarron 
had closed the gap to now-second- 
placed Tokuno from 50 to 20 seconds 
when the second lot of fuel stops 
came around. Roberts and Taira elect- 
ed to change a rear tire, which meant 
a 49-second pit stop that allowed 
Tokuno to regain the lead before 
handing back over to Gardner. 

When Gardner went out to start 
the third hour, he was running the 
same rear Dunlop he'd started on but 
Roberts had a fresh rear Michelin 
radial and caught the Australian be- 
fore he’d got back up to race pace. 

But Gardner came back and two 
laps after Roberts had passed him, he 
was back in front. The pair of them 
then proceeded to turn on a wheel-to- 
wheel dice before Gardner finally got 
the upper hand and pulled away, driv- 
ing the V-four Honda hard off the 
turns to build up a big enough cush- 
ion to prevent Roberts smoking him 
on the straight. 

Roberts could afford to let him go, 





knowing by now that Taira would be 
able to easily deal with Tokuno, 
Gardner’s partner. Just like a chain, 
an endurance race team is only as 
strong as its weakest link, which 
Roberts was quick to appreciate. 

Late in the third hour, Gerard 
Coudry crashed in the fast right-hand 
curve approaching the hairpin, and 
with him went Honda’s chances of 
going into the lead in the endurance 
championship. Before Suzuka, Cou- 
dray and Igoa were tied on 27 points 
with the little-known Swedish Suzuki 
pair, Anders Anderson and Per Jans- 
son, but the Swedes didn’t look likely 
to beat the Honda pair, until Coudry 
decked it. 

Streaking past the crash site on the 
Yoshimura Suzuki, Kevin Schwantz 
reported what looked like a connect- 
ing rod and bits of a piston laying on 
the track. He speculated that when 
the Honda had gone down, it had 
landed on its throttle, sticking it wide 
open and blowing the motor. Cer- 
tainly Coudry had no success in re- 
starting it and was unable to push it 
back to the pits. 

Gardner was beginning to exper- 
ience bad rear wheel chatter toward 
the end of the third hour, so a fresh 
rear tire was fitted when he pitted. 
That cost him the lead as Tokuno 
returned to the fray second before 
Baldwin pushed him down to third 
before he, too, pitted. Tokuno held 
second briefly, then Sarron came out 
of the pits, reeled him in and snatched 
the runner-up placing. 

Pitting just before the halfway 
point, Tokuno handed over to Gard- 
ner in a 50-second stop for fresh 
rubber front and rear so that by the 
time Gardner came back out, Taira 
pounced to lap him. 

A few laps later, Taira was in for 
tires and fuel and Roberts went out, 
still leading, with Baldwin second, 
26 seconds back and Gardner just 
over a minute in arrears of the flying 
Yamaha. Gardner was unable to close 
on Roberts but got past Baldwin for 
second. 

Roberts was really smoking in this 
session, the fifth hour of the race, and 
at one point was one minute and 24 
seconds ahead of Gardner, before 
Gardner closed it up to just over a 
minute. Roberts’ lap times were a 
model of consistency, 2:24.59 for lap 
115; 2:24.60 for lap 119. 

Taira maintained a similar pace 
through the sixth hour but again 
Tokuno dropped back, and Sarron 
was up to second before handing over 
to Baldwin with 2% hours to go. 
Shortly after Baldwin rejoined the 











fray, Roberts was leading by 1:47 and 
Tokuno was a further 22 seconds 
adrift in third — almost a lap down. 

Gardner’s team knew there was 
now only one possible way for him to 
win — ride the final two one-hour 
sessions back-to-back. They put the 
proposition to Gardner, and he said 
he would try. 

With temperatures in the mid-80s 
and high humidity, Gardner knew he 
was letting himself in for a lot of 
physical stress but was determined to 
try and win. 

To do that he had to pull a whole 
lap back on Roberts and Taira in two 
hours — a tall order in anyone’s 
estimation. 

With Taira and Tokuno pitting to- 
gether, Roberts and Gardner came 
back out nose-to-tail and the crowd 
looked on in eager anticipation. 
Quickly settling into the groove, 
Gardner started clicking off 2:22 lap 
times — the fastest of the race — 
edged away from Kenny and set about 
the task of unlapping himself. 

His charge carried him past Dom- 
inique Sarron, who had taken over 
from Baldwin after Gardner and 
Roberts came onto the track and by 
the end of the seventh hour, the fly- 
ing young Aussie had taken 50 seconds 
off Roberts’ lead. It was a gutsy dis- 
play, but that still left a minute and 
35 seconds to pull out of Taira’s lead 
after Roberts pitted — if you didn’t 
count the possible penalty hanging 
over the Yamaha team. 

With 35 minutes to go, Gardner 
had whittled that back to a minute 
and a few seconds, and he was trim- 
ming more off the lead every lap. 
Taira knew Gardner was in relentless

pursuit but seemed unable to match 
the Honda ace’s times. 

Then it happened. The Yamaha 
puffed smoke and slowed dramatically 
and Gardner was through into the 
lead. Then he had to battle fatigue 
and hyperventilation to stay on the 
Honda to the finish. Somehow he did 
it, and thousands of cheering Japa- 
nese spectators stormed across the 
track to congratulate him. 

And that was almost the scariest 
moment of the race. With more fans 
pushing in an ever-tightening ring, 
Gardner was almost smothered and 
only quick thinking by his pit crew 
saved him. As it was, the Honda was 
knocked over and trampled in the 
melee. 

The crowd scene indicated the 
Japanese felt they had just seen a 
giant-killing performance and Gard- 
ner was carried away exhausted, al- 
most delirious, but victorious. 

For Yamaha, it was a bitter blow 
after such a brilliant showing and 
one can only speculate on the out- 
come had Gardner not elected to 
carry the fight back to Roberts and 
Taira in those final two hours. 

Many felt Taira had been pushing 
the bike too hard in the last session, 
and in fact, he apologized to the 
crowd on the finish line for his fail- 
ure. The Yamaha team felt the most 
likely cause of the bike stopping was 
some valves touching a piston or pis- 
tons, and from the rattly sound of the 
motor when Taira got it to the finish 
line, that seems highly likely. 

For Roberts, and Yamaha, it was a 
case of so near, but so far. 

And for Gardner, it was unques- 
tionably the hardest race of his life. @ 
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The Yamaha of Roberts and Taira proved to be the fastest bike at Suzuka.

Suzuka 
notes

The 1980 Suzuka Eight-Hour 
winner, Graeme Crosby, 
teamed with up-and-coming 
American Kevin Schwantz ona 
Yoshimura Suzuki GSXR750 with 
Schwantz cutting a slightly faster 
qualifying lap to put them llth on 
the grid with a 2:25.122 qualifying 
time. Neither Crosby nor Schwantz 
was happy with the handling of the 
bike, and both would have preferred 
different transmission ratios. As Cros- 
by pointed out, he qualified faster in 
1984 on the old air-cooled GSX750. 
But an indication of how fast this 
year’s race was can be gained from 
Gardner and Tokuno’s winning tally 
of 195 laps — four more than 1984. 
And Crosby and Schwantz managed 
192 laps which would have been 
good enough to win the ’84 event. 
“A five-speed six-speed” was how 
Crosby described the transmission in 





the Yoshimura Suzuki. He said the 
first five gears were spread fairly 
wide, with a small ratio change to top 
which resulted in only about a 250 
rpm drop in revs in the change from 
fifth to sixth. 

“The transmission they supplied 
in the bike didn’t have the normal 
gaps between the gears. The gaps 
between the gears up to fifth were 
fairly wide, then there was a short 
gap to sixth. Masaru Iwasaki (Suzu- 
ki’s test rider) and a couple of other 
riders put the transmission together 
for Suzuka. I think we would have 
been a lot better by rumning a close 
ratio six-speed. The torque curve 
peaks at 9500 rpm and peak power is 
at 12,000 rpm. With that transmis- 
sion, everytime you'd flick it back a 
gear to come out of a corner it’s at 
about 10,000rpm — halfway between 
maximum torque and maximum 
power — and it just wouldn't do any- 
thing until it got to about 10,500, 
then it started to go,” Crosby said. 

“The bike wasn’t too bad but I think 
we were pretty well under-tired. I 
think we've got to start looking for 
radials but it wasn’t bad. The front 
tire got pretty knackered. We did five, 
almost six hours on a front. Wed 
come in and it would be ‘how’s the 
front tire, what’s it look like?’ and 
we'd hear, ‘it looks good’ but there’s a 
big difference between looking good 
and feeling good,” Crosby added. 

“Its a small-budget bike made for 
general consumption, not just a one- 
off. It was a one-off you could doa lot 
with that bike. Butas it is, it’s almost 
bulletproof,” he added. 

As the race neared its conclusion 
and Crosby was riding the final hour, 
Schwantz was philosophical about 
their performance. 

“Basically everything’s gone as 
planned. We knew we couldn't run 
with Kenny — that Yamaha is just so 
fast — and Mike (Baldwin) and Wayne 
so we were just going to sit back and 
watch, which is what we did. And 
we've ended up fourth,” he said.’ 

“We didn’t expect the Yamaha to 
go the whole eight hours at the pace 
they’re going, but they're doing it. I 
don’t like finishing fourth but I think 
the teams we got beat by were real 
good riders on very competitive bikes. 
I think we tried our best and I think 
that’s all you can do if somebody has 
faster equipment and it handles bet- 
ter.” 

Hardly had Schwantz made these 
comments than the news came 
through that Taira was out. The 
Yamaha’s engine had blown. And 
that put Schwantz and Crosby up to 
third. 

***** 

With Fred Merkel, his winning co- 
rider from 1984, out with a broken 
foot, Mike Baldwin teamed with 
Frenchman Dominique Sarron on a 
works Honda RVF750. Their bike 





was the same as the other RVF750s, 
with the exception of the fitting of a 
single-sided rear swingarm. This 
looked a lot like those used by the 
French Elf team and was fitted to 
provide faster rear wheel changes. 

Australians Rob Phillis and Kevin 
Magee had a frustrating build-up to 
the Eight-Hour. They wanted several 
small changes to the Moriwaki ma- 
chine they shared, but weren’t allowed 
to change the bike. However, on the 
Friday night before final qualifying, 
Mamoru Moriwaki had a conference 
with the riders and apologized for his 
inflexible attitude, explaining he had 
problems understanding what they 
were complaining about. A change 
in front suspension setting and gear- 
ing saw the pair much happier on 
race day. But they still had one of the 
slowest of the leading bikes. 

Early qualifying saw Australian 
Wayne Gardner clock a two-minute, 
20.799-second lap on the works 
RVF750 Honda — two seconds faster 
than Kenny Roberts and Tadahiko 
Taira on the works Yamaha FZ750. 
Wayne recorded his time on only his 
third of seven qualifying laps and 
was confident no one would better it. 
Then Roberts clocked at 2:19.956 lap at 
the end of Saturday qualifying to 
snatch pole position. The bike proved 
an absolute missile in the race and was 
clearly faster than anything else. 

After Roberts clocked fastest quali- 
fying time, Gardner admitted he had 
been caught with his leathers down. 
“I didn’t think Kenny would go that 
fast,” he said, adding that the three- 
time 500cc World Champion had 
recorded his fastest lap at the end of 
qualifying, leaving him no time to 
go out and better it. And when. he 
found out there was a bonus of $2500 
for fastest qualifier, he was kicking 
himself. 

Several teams expressed doubts 
whether the works Yamahas would 
finish the Suzuka Eight-Hour race 
and pointed to their inconsistent per- 
formances in Japanese Formula One 
races recently. From four starts, they 
had finished one race. Retirements 
resulted from a variety of problems: 
broken connecting rods, fuel pump 
and ignition problems, and dropped 
valves. But Yamaha mechanics spent 
many hours checking and re-checking 
the bikes for the Eight-Hour. 

The appearance of Roberts at Suz- 
uka helped swell the crowd from last 
year’s 120,000 to 241,000. The race 
was billed as a Gardner vs. Roberts 
confrontation but also had the best 
line-up of international riders in its 
eight-year history. Even on Saturday, 
there were 160,000 fans on hand for 
the Formula Three race for Japanese 
Novice riders. 

The works FZ750 raced by Roberts 
and Taira was painted in an eye- 
catching mauve color scheme, with 








both riders in matching mauve leath- 
ers. This was because the team was 
sponsored by the giant Japanese 
cosmetic manufacturer, Shiseido. In 
fact, Taira was signed up around five 
months before the race to promote 
Shiseido’s new men’s cologne. Tech 
2 and the Tech 2 logo was boldly 
displayed on the Yamaha’s fairing. 

A new four-into-two-into-one ex- 
haust system was fitted to the Yoshi- 
mura Suzuki’s at Suzuka, along with 
34mm flat-slide Mikuni carburetors. 
Both were used to boost mid-range 
power without affecting top-end per- 
formance. 

BARI 

The Japanese Formula Three class 
has gained enormously in popularity 
since its inception four years ago and 
there were a staggering 560 entries for 
the Four-Hour race the day before the 
Eight-Hour. Of these, only 60 were 
allowed to start — the field being 
thinned on the basis of qualifying 
lap times. 

The Formula Three rules provide 
a 400cc capacity limit for four-strokes, 
and 250cc for two-stroke engines — 
both having to be based on produc- 
tion road engines. The fastest of the 
novice riders recorded 2:32 qualify- 
ing lap times — better than many 
bikes that qualified for the Eight- 
Hour race! 

Concurrent with the F-3 class, an 
SS400 class was run in the Four-Hour 
race on Saturday. Essentially this is a 
silhouette class for 400cc street bikes 
and the standard frame, tank, side- 
panels, etc., must be retained, along 
with the standard carburetors. This 
helps keep the cost down as there is 
no point fitting F-3 camshafts as the 
stock carburetors won’t pass enough 
air for them to be of any benefit. The 
carburetor rule means there is around 
a 10 bhp disparity between the SS400 
machines and the F-3 racers.

Oneofthemost unusual machines 
in the Eight-Hour was the Honda 
CBX750-power Super Monkey bike 
raced by Vesa Kultalahti and Hiroo 
Takemura. This featured a carbon 
fiber chassis and an all-enveloping 
fairing that was made in two verti- 
cally split halves that fastened together 
to form the seat, tank cover and fair- 
ing. Takemura was drafted into the 
team when British journalist Mat 
Oxley crashed and broke his right 
foot. 

The two Suzuki France machines 
entered for Suzuka used Lockheed 
front brake calipers — which accept 
thicker pads — instead of the Suzuki 
brakes and had changes made to the 
engines, although the French team 
manager wouldn’t specify what they 
were. However, he confirmed that the 
connecting rods had been changed to 
a newer type after problems had been 
encountered with the originals break- 
ing. .

lasted two laps with Eklund and Jon 
Cornwell dropping him to third in a 
good battle. Cornwell tried too hard 
to take the lead from Eklund at mid- 
race and checked out the haybales 
lining the outside of the track in turn 
one. Eklund zipped away to the win 
by a good margin over Farris. 


National 


The 17-rider field for the National 
was cut to 16 by Springsteen's with- 
drawal. He went to announcer Dave 
Despain in the pits, took the micro- 
phone and told those present, “1 feel 
pretty bad and if I race I'll only make 
myself sicker so it’s best I scratch 
from the National. Im sorry.” He 
received a rousing cheer from the fans. 

Parker and Pearson were the lone 
riders on 750cc twins among the 16 
riders on the 6-6-4 starting grid as 
single-cylinder bikes dominated. 

“The idea is to ride calm, cool and 
collected,” said Shobert. “On this 
track, 25 laps can seem like a long 
time.” 

“The pressure is off since I’m not 
in the title chase,” said Graham, “so 
I’m just going to ride as hard as I can 
and take what comes.” 

“The key is to get off the line with 
the top three or four,” said Parker, “ 
and ride as hard as I can. Hey, if I 
can’t go flat out for 11 minutes then I 
shouldn't be out here.” 

Carr pulled the holeshot and led 
lap one before Shobert moved into 
the lead with an inside pass in turn 
one. Carr quickly returned the favor 
and grabbed the lead back. Graham, 
Green, Pearson, Boody, Parker and 
the rest of the field followed. 

Parker’s pass of Pearson on lap six 
for fifth set the top five players for the 
remainder of the race. On lap seven, 
Carr was feeling the hot breath of 
both Shobert and Graham with the 
three edging away from Green and 
Parker, who was striving to get close 
enough to put pressure on Green. 

The battle for sixth was a long, 
weaving pack of riders with Chandler 
at the head over Pearson, Boody, 
Jones, Fay, Hames, Herndon and 
Eklund. Orr, Adams and Estep filled 
the remainder of the field. 

Graham worked around Shobert 
for second coming off turn four on 
lap 10 and then began a run on Carr. 
Shobert was a bikelength behind. 
Carr took the halfway flags, lost the 
lead to Graham on an inside pass in 
turn two and then was dropped to 











third by Shobert with another low 
line pass after the esses. Carr stayed 
right in the thick of things for another 
few laps before Graham and Shobert, 
riding like the championship was on 
the line in this race, pulled away. 

The 16th lap saw Shobert pull 
alongside Graham down the front 
straight and then take the lead in turn 
one. Graham shadowed Shobert and 
tried to take the point back as they 
swooped through the esses and again 
in turn one. 

“T got up alongside Bubba a number 
of times,” said Graham. “I had to 
back off once or twice or we would 
have hit.” 

“I thought Ricky was going to take 
both of us out,” said Shobert. 

“Ricky and Bubba got away in the 
final half of the race, but they knew I 
was there,” said Carr. 

The leaders got the five laps to go 
sign and ran into traffic at the same 
time. Graham, with a good run off 
turn four, held the lead. On the next 
lap, Shobert went low and Graham 
high as they encountered traffic in 
turn one. The high line decision cost 
Graham the lead. Shobert lost the 
lead one lap later when he bobbled 
after hitting a plastic traffic cone — 
used to mark the edge of the track 
after the jump — with Graham by in 
an instant. 

Slower traffic played a role in the 
final lap with the starter giving the 
traffic the blue (move over) flag just 
as leader Graham and Shobert should 
have gotten the white flag signalling 
one lap to go. Graham led through 
the final lap with Shobert right on

his rear tire, but had a good drive off 
turn four with neither expecting to 
see the checkered flag. Shobert knew 
his race was over as soon as he saw the 
flag. 

“I saw the checkered flag and said 
to myself, ‘crap, that was a blue flag I 
saw and nota white one.’ I wanted to 
win, but that’s racing. It’s still another 
step toward the championship.” 

“I felt I had my best chance to win a 
National today,” said Carr. “Unfor- 
tunately, I got tired a short time after 
the halfway point of the race and had 
to hold on for the final laps and ride 
steady to finish third.” 

“When I had the lead with five laps 
to go I felt I could keep Bubba from 
taking it back,” said Graham. “It 
didn’t happen that way, but I was 
still out front at the finish. It feels like 
winning my first National. It also 
makes up for my missing the white 
flag at Springfield earlier this year 
when I had a shot at winning.” 

Graham, surrounded by fans, spent 
nearly 45 minutes signing autographs 
after his victory. 


Junior National 


Winkie Freitas got back on the 
winning track with a victory at Peo- 
ria. Freitas, now a four-time winner 
in Junior National action, led seven- 
time National winner Brian Ather- 
ton to the finish with Aaron Hill fill- 
ing out the celebration in winner’s 
circle. 

Freitas, on his Dave Byrd-tuned, 
Shoei/Knight Racing Frames-backed 
Honda, collected the win in the first 
of the two heats and with it the pole 





for the National. The second heat 
win went to Hill. 

A crash by Nicky Fontana brought 
out the red flag after one lap and a 
full restart was on tap. Fontana made 
the grid after quick repairs. 

Freitas led start-to-finish in the 12- 
lap race, with Atherton, on his Ron 
Wood Racing Wood-Rotax moving 
into second on lap four over Hill. 
Freitas checked over his shoulder a 
number of times to see where Ather- 
ton was and also got pit signals from 
Byrd. He held a safe margin at the 
finish. Atherton was a good distance 
ahead of Hill at the flag. e

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Spencer wins 500cc 
race, takes 250cc 
Championship

SILVERSTONE, ENGLAND, AUG. 4 


Freddie Spencer won the 500cc race and 
clinched the 250cc World Championship 
with a carefully judged fourth place in that 
event after battling through incessant rain 


and dangerously-gusting winds 
that persisted throughout the 
Marlboro British Grand Prix 
at Silverstone. 


For Spencer, the 250cc race was 
obviously the most difficult because 
he only needed a few points to clinch 
the championship but he made a 
mistake in the choice of tires, and it 





was obvious that the little V-twin was 
sliding around alarmingly. “We chose 
too hard a compound rain tire for the 
conditions,” said Spencer later. “It 
was so cold that it never quite worked 
as it should and that caused me a few 
problems so I rode conservatively. 
For a while I thought that we should 
not be out there at all racing in those 
conditions and I’m glad that I didn’t 
have to go any faster to make sure of 
the championship.” 

Spencer led the 500cc race from the 
first lap after overtaking Ron Has- 
lam going into the first corner. He 
quickly opened up a lead with his 
four-cylinder Rothmans Honda as 
arch-rival Eddie Lawson, on the 
Marlboro Yamaha, tried to get past 
the Sonauto Gauloises Yamaha of 
German Grand Prix winner Chris- 
tian Sarron and the three-cylinder Elf 
Honda ridden by Didier de Radigues. 

Spencer was pleased when both 
races were over. “Those were the 
worse conditions that I have ever rid- 
den in. You can’t really race in those

conditions and the 250 was worse 
than the 500 because the wind was 
blowing harder and pushing the bike 
around. Every time I came up to lap 
someone the spray was so bad I could 
hardly see where I was going.” 

Haslam dropped steadily back and 
was forced to stop at the pits during 
the 500ccrace with a misted visor and 
get that cleared before he could con- 
tinue. Roger Marshall and Wayne 
Gardner both retired with similar 
problems. Australian Gardner said 
that for him it was a case of either 
pull in or crash. “I ran off the track 
on the first lap because the visor 
misted and it was like having a blanket 
thrown over my head. I did not want 
to smash up myself or the bike so I 
though that a bit of discretion was 
called for. Christian Sarron has moved 
further ahead of me in third place in 
the championship but I know that I 
can beat him at the last tworaces even 
if the V-four has got to go back to 
Japan. It was a bit of a waste of that, 
really. I'm very disappointed not to 
be able to show what I could do ona 
good bike.” 

Spencer pulled further ahead as 
Lawson continued to be held up by 
Sarron even after the pair of them had 
got well clear of de Radigues and it 
was not until lap 10 of the 21 that 
Lawson was able to get by Sarron and 
chase Spencer. As has happened so 
many times during the season Spencer 
won the race in the opening stages 
and though Lawson could then match 
his speed and even closed on him 
towards the end, Spencer had such a 
comfortable buffer that he was not 
concerned. 

Lawson commented predictably 
that he was cold and wet. “I did not 
enjoy itand I had to lift my head over 
the screen to see where I was going 
and the wind was blowing me across 
the track. It could move the bike 10 
feet in one gust.” 

Randy Mamola, hero of the soak- 
ing-wet Dutch TT, made a good start 
on his four-cylinder Honda but ran 
into trouble almost immediately. 
“The throttles started sticking open 
after a couple of laps,” said Mamola. 
“T nearly crashed several times and I 
just had to take it easy.’’ He slowed to 
finish a lonely fifth ahead of Ray- 
mond Roche, who had started slowly 
on his Marlboro Yamaha. 

Toni Mang won his first Grand 
Prix since Yugoslavia last season and 
confirmed his second place in the 
250cc championship. He would not 
have won had Alan Carter not crashed 
on lap 13 after leading from the start. 
Carter pushed away the marshals, 
picked up his Honda and restarted it 
in third place behind Reinhold Roth 
and just in front of Freddie Spencer, 
but slipped back eventually to finish 
seventh. 

Carter later claimed to have crashed 
because of poor visibility. “I just 
could not see and I braked too late. 
The front end just tucked under as 
the tire slipped away,” he said later. 
“I picked the bike up and it started

first push but it was bent out of shape 
and it took me some time to get used 
to trying to ride it again.” 

Spencer was overtaken with four 
laps to go by Manfred Herweh, who 
had made a very slow start on the 
Massa Real. Herweh was only 20th 
on the first lap but two laps later he 
was 10th and closing fast on a three- 
way battle between Carlos Cardus, 
Jean Michel Mattioli and Jean Foray. 
They chased Pier Bolle and Fausto 
Ricci, who were hounding Spencer. 

Cardus increased his speed and 
started to catch Bolle and Ricci but 
then crashed unhurt on lap 11. Two 
laps later, when Carter fell, Ricci was 
still fifth and pulling away from 
Bolle, who had been caught by Her- 
weh, who had increased his speed 
noticeably. As Carter slipped down 
behind Spencer, Herweh was ready to 
tail the American. 

With 16 of the 24 laps gone, Mang 
had a very convincing lead over Roth, 
who was in an equally-secure second. 
Spencer was being shadowed by 
Herweh. Bolle had caught the slow- 
ing Ricci, who was only just in front 
of Foray, Mattioli and Carter, who 
was trying to get back into the groove. 

As Mang raced on untroubled, 
Spencer had several slides on the 
works Honda and decided to ease the 
pace to make sure of the few points he 
needed. Herweh passed and confi- 
dently pulled away, ending his Sil- 
verstone jinx. Mattioli got the best of 
the fifth-place battle and Bolle only 
just beat the unlucky Carter to the 
line by a yard, both well in front of 
Ricci. Foray suffered the heartbreak 
of having his machine cut out onto 
one cylinder with five laps to go. 











Austrian August Auinger confirm- 
ed his reputation as a superb wet- 
weather rider by winning the 20-lap 
125cc race by a clear margin after 
leading it almost from the start on his 
Harald Bartol-modified MBA. 

Jean Claude Selini was faster away 
and led at the end of lap one, but 
Auinger was already fourth and he 
passed the Frenchman on the second 
lap. From that point he pulled out a 
lead at two seconds a lap until it 
reached 20 seconds at half distance 
and he maintained that to the flag. 
There was a good battle for second 
between Finn Jussi Hautaniemi, 
Italian Fausto Gressini and Selini for 
the first half of the race, but they were 
caught by the slow-starting Cham- 
pionship leader Pier Paolo Bianchi, 
who worked his way steadily and 
determinedly through to take second 
on lap 12. 

Gressini, who is chasing Bianchi 
in the Championship, hung on to 
third ahead of Hautaniemi. Selini 
had dropped to a distant fifth but in 
the last third of the race he got a new 
lease on life. First he repassed the 
Finn and then shatched third from 
Gressini in a dramatic last-bend effort. 

Rolf Biland lost the chance of 
winning the World Championship 
when the Sidecar race was called off 
because of the amount of standing 
water on the track. The title will now 
be decided between Egbert Streuer 
and Bernard Schneiders in Sweden. 

“For sure I should have raced for 
myself,” said Biland. “But then it 
was the right decision not to race 
because we do not want another Jock 
Taylor accident and for sure the con- 
ditions were just the same. I could 











have raced all right because I went 
out in the warm-up session this 
morning and I was 10 seconds faster 
than anyone else, but you could not 
use sixth gear safely and even in fifth, 
the rear wheel was spinning all the 
time. It would have been dangerous 
for everyone because even if you can 
drive safely it would not have been 
possible to see in front because of the 
spray and if someone else had spun in 
the track the first thing you would 
know about it would be the crash. I 
decided that although I wanted to 
race for my chances of winning the 
championship and all the top people 
from Rothmans in Switzerland had 
flown over to see me compete, I 
would go along with the majority. 
When I saw that the others were sure 
it was too dangerous I voted with 
them.” 

Steve Webster agreed that it was 
very dangerous but did not agree 
about the way the decision was made. 
“Not everyone got the chance to have 
their say and that is not fair. It was 
too dangerous, though, worse than 
the morning session and I decided 
then that if things were as bad I 
would not ride. Everyone should have 
been given the chance to doa few laps 
and make up their own minds. I went 
‘round in a car and as far as I was 
concerned it was too bad, the stand- 
ing puddles of water would just make 
the outfit aquaplane. Mainly I feel 
sorry for the marshals who stood out 
all that time waiting to see what was 
going to happen and for the specta- 
tors who paid to get in and didn’t see 
a Sidecar race.” 

Vernon Cooper also had some- 
thing to say, having been replaced as 








clerk of the course by Collin Armes. 
“If I was still clerk of the course it 
would have been run. Some drivers 
just had it stopped’ because a British 
driver had thechance of winning.” 6

History 7: 


The International 


Circuit des 
Pyrenees, Part 2 


By Neale Shilton 


Whilst there were no major changes for the 
1973 course, there were some subtle ones to 


offset the advantages which the bigger bikes. 


had on the faster roads away from the moun- 


tains. More unsurfaced sections 
were introduced to add to the 
problems which another bad 
winter had created on the Soulor 


and Aubisque. A six-man team from 


the German army made its first appear- 
ance riding Hercules military ma- 
chines with 125cc Sachs motors. They 
were out on the course from dawn to 
dust, attended by support vehicles 
and with radio surveilance. But for 
their slower speeds on Badgers Wood, 
Lizarrieta and Jaizquibel, they would 
have finished higher than their 15th 
and 16th places. However, they had 
demonstrated that the event continued 
to be dominated by higher-powered 
machines only because of the speed 
hill climbs and faster road ‘sections. 
The situation was to change later. 
Pierre Genelleti was the winner for 
the second year in succession, with a 
brilliant performance which lost only 
32 marks, and the Gendarmes took 
the next four places. Scotland. Yard 
detective Brian Phipps was sixth ona 
Norton Commando which I had lent 
him. Inevitably, there was the usual 
number of crashes, the worst happen- 
ing between Soulor and Aubisque to 
a BMW rider from Bordeaux when he 
landed after a jump wth wheels port- 
ing in different directions. 

The last time the course went into 





Spain was in 1974, and therefore, the 
last event in which big bikes would 
predominate. The German army in- 
creased their entries to eight, all on 
125cc Hercules, and the 13 English 
police riders on Triumphs and Nor- 
tons included two new men, one of 
whom was to take the top award sev- 
eral years later. He was Bill Emmer- 
son from the north of England, but 
his first ride was handicapped by a 
dislocated shoulder the first day of 
practice, and for the rest of the week 
he learned the course from the pas- 
senger seat of a police colleague. The 
other new Briton was Clive Thomas 
from London, who tried too hard on 
Badgers Wood, hit the rock wall on 
the first righthander and was in the 
hospital for a long time with a frac- 
tured thigh. 

‘Looking at the French press report 
of the event, I see the warm welcome 
which it gave to the first American 
competitor, Cook Neilson, who had, 
“crossed the Ocean Atlantique to 
taste the Pyrenees.” Actually he-only 
tasted the road surface in San Sebas- 
tien. I met Cook at Pau airport when 
he arrived on the evening flight from 
Paris and handed over the Norton 
Commando which I had prepared for 
him. There were only two full days of 
practice left, but on the Saturday 
morning he was away at dawn toride 
the Spanish sections for the first time 








and get back for the scrutineering in 
the afternoon. On Sunday, he rode 
like the course was his familiar Day- 
tona Beach and he blurred past me on 
the Soulor climb. The occasion was 
recorded by the camera crew who had 
flown in from London earlier in the 
week to make a film of my participa- 
tion in the event. It was a film com- 
missioned by the industry department 
of the British government and 
planned for TV screening in various 
countries to give a sales boost to Nor- 
tons. As I had confided to the pro- 
ducer, the project was likely to prove 
too late and I was right, for the fac- 
tory closed a few months after the 
film was distributed. 

I had a rough time during the 
week, footpeg scraping around the 
Soulor hairpins time after time whilst 
camera angles and sound mikes found 
their best positions, and one of my 
police friends would believe that I 
was not paid. However, I was givena 
copy of the film and when it was 
shown around to English clubs, it 
brought more rider to Pau. What it 
does not show is thé wall of thick fog 


“which began 200 yards after Cook 


passed me and blanketed the moun- 
tain roads all the way to the drop 
down the Aubisque. On the sharp 
righthander after the summit of the 
mountain, there was a five-machine 
crash chaos when a Spanish rider 
pulled his Norton out of the ditch 
and skittled the next man, thus effec- 
tively blocking the road for five min- 
utes. I arrived very slowly and half 
blind, having removed first my gog- 
gles and then my fogged spectacles 
and I was able to pick my way through 
the mess of machinery. 

The French police teams had started 
in their usual places towards the end 
of the field, and not only was the 
wreckage cleared by the time they 
came through, but the fog had been 
thinned by a sudden wind. They took 
the first three places once again but 
Geneletti had lost his Honda down 
the side of Lizarietta and his colleague 
Jean Hulin won the top trophy. Of 
the decimated list of finishers, Cook 
was close to getting the best foreign 
rider award and I was some places 
behind him. 

Significant changes came to the 
course in 1975 and to the entries. 
Having abandoned the Spanish area 
of the Atlantic Pyrenees, the organiz- 
ers replaced it with 160 miles of the 
High Pyrenees to the east and these 
included mountain tracks which had 
never been used except by sheep and 
goats. Gone were the fast sections, 
and the 90-mph Jaizquibel climb 
enjoyed by the quick motors was 
replaced by a formidable piece of 
geography called the Spandelle 
Mountain, much worse than Lizar- 
rieta and with a time target which 
defied the bravest of the brave. Fallen 
rocks had been removed for years and 
the circling vultures would have been 
the first to reach any rider who fell 
the 4000 feet straight down. They were 
disappointed not to find bodies in the 
wreck of a BMW outfit which had 
shed its driver and passenger before it 
hurtled down the lunar landscape. 

Beyond Spandelle the course twisted 
with increasing nastiness through 
the mountains whigh look down on 
the far-below town of Lourdes, the 
mecca of sick and crippled pilgrims 
seeking help at the shrine of Saint 
Bernadette. This was the year which 
was to change the fundamental char- 
acter of the event and thereby to begin 
the steady decline of the prestige 
which had been built up over many 
years. The hazards of the mountains, 
the difficult tracks in the foothills 
and the fast road sections had been 
combined into a formula which of- 
fered the challenging invitation which 
had brought to Pau the big bike type 








of machinery which could be ridden 
there from far away places. It was on 
this class of machine that the Circuit 
des Pyrenees had been founded, and 
its prestige owed much to the police 
entries from the Gendarmerie Nation- 
ale, the Garde Republicaine, from 
Britain, Belgium and Spain. The 


“ new course did not welcome the Tri- 


umphs, Nortons and BMWs from 
England or Paris and it was impossi- 
ble for them to achieve the higher 
speed schedules they were still set 
against. the smaller machines. My 
reward for trying was a crash which 
needed hospital treatment and my 
first mention in the long list of non- 
finishers. Geneletti had a brilliant 
ride on his Honda 500 to win the top 
award but a Yamaha 175 was a close 
second with other Japanese and Ger- 
man lightweights behind him. At the 
traditional banquet in the evening 
we said au revoir as always to the 
many French police friends with 
whom we had ridden year after year, 
but this time it was goodbye for they 
never returned. 

After the closure of the Norton fac- 
tory in the autumn of 1975, I had 
joined BMW to develop their U.K. 
police business and for the 1976 event, 


Iused an R100 which had just returned 
from the marathon Paris-to-Teheran 
run. The front suspension could not 
survive the further punishment of 
five days Pyrenees practice and I had 
to retire after the second checkpoint 
with collapsed front forks. It was not 
a good week for BMW as the two I 
had loaned to police riders were both 
written off after crashes in the moun- 
tains. After the withdrawal of the 
Gendarme teams, the only police 
entries came from Britain and some 
had been helped with lightweight 
machines from Yamaha and Kawa- 
saki. The beginning of the trail bike 
era. The German army team on the 
small Hercules was determined to get 
amongst the top awards and suc- 
ceeded. A British army team arrived 
with 350cc BSA military models which 
somebody must have assumed were 
good enough to finish the course. 
Only one of them struggled to the flag. 


The organizers had found another 
uncharted track which twisted up the 
Houratate Mountain forest and was 
in the regulations as a timed three- 
mile climb. The French press called 
ita “rude test” and that was an over- 
simplication. The fastest time was 
the standard beyond which slower 
riders lost five marks per second and 
it was a near certainty that the fastest 
man would be hard to beat for the top 
trophy now that the Gendarmes were 
not riding. Number one British cop 
Bill Emmerson, a motcross expert, 
decided that he would be that man, 
and he wore out the rear tire of his 
Yamaha until he was satisfied that 
nobody would get near his time. We 
watched many other riders on Hour- 
atate and Spandelle and concluded 
that Emmerson’s nearest rival was a 
young Frenchman on a 175 Yamaha, 
Jean Castera, whose father had won 
the event some years before. 

The race did in fact prave to be a 
battle between these two in the sun- 
shine of Sunday. Some 121 riders 
started and 66 finished. Emmerson 
became the first non-Frenchman to 
win, Castera was second and a Ger- 
man army rider was third on a Her- 
cules. Of the many crashes, one proved 
fatal when the regular competitor 
Frenchman Philippe Martinetti died 
in the hospital soon after being rushed 
there — the third fatality in the his- 
tory of the event. 

The course remained the same for 
1977 but more difficult. Nine miles of 
the Soulor and Aubisque roads had 
been gravelled to a depth of six inches 
and the Houratate climb had been 
further mutilated by logging opera- 
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John Bettencourt finds the 
Superbike solution; Wayne Rainey 
has the Formula, Two. 

Starting on the pole is the 
answer for Johnny Bettencourt. 
Always among the leaders (now 2nd 
in AMA/Superbike Series point 
standings), “Johnny B” and his 
Team Bettenpurple Honda 
Interceptor" finally coasted 


comfortably into the elusive win- 
ners circle at Mid-Ohio. His last 
pole-start was in 1978. Sure 
enough, he won that one, too. 

In Formula Two, Wayne Rainey 
overcame the heat, the humidity 
and the competition to lead wire-to- 

wire, gaining a solid 
boost for his title hopes. 
Rainey and the 


next three finishers all rode Honda 
RS250%s. 

Honda. A sure-fire way to take 
it easy every weekend. 
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A variety of machinery entered the 
event — even BMW twins. 


tions. The German army team re- 
turned with their Hercules and the 
British army arrived to give their 
elderly BSAs more punishment. Their 
mechanic toiled long hours after each 
practice and finally claimed that he 
had sprinkled them with holy water 
from nearby Lourdes to bless their 
performances. One made it to the 
flag, very late. A few Gendarmes rode 
again as private entries and the Brit- 
ish police took along a collection of 
borrowed machines transported in 
borrowed trucks. There was a repeat 
of the previous year’s battle between 
Emmerson and Castera, which Em- 
merson won by a margin of 125 
seconds on his Yamaha 500 single, 
the largest capacity machine in the 
last five. 

The Houratate Mountain was 
omitted in 1978 as even the organizers 
decided that its condition had become 
impossible; but instead they substi- 
tuted the next mass of the Pyrenes, 
called Bouzou, which was little dif- 
ferent. The absence of the official 
French police teams created a new 
problem, foreshadowed in a note ap- 
pended to the regulations. Wherever 
there were speed restrictions in vil- 
lages, radar checks might be operated 
by the Gendarmerie. No fines but a 
penalty point per each kilometer over 
the legal limit. Few riders escaped 
and I was one of those who was 
penalized more than 100. Emmerson 
was all set to win his third victory 
when he collected a front tire punc- 
ture approaching the last check con- 
trol. He made it slowly to the finish 
but the delay was enough for Jean 
Castera to get the premier trophy he 
had tried for so hard. Third and 
fourth were British cops on 175 and 
250 Yamahas. To my five awards was 
added the one which I treasure most, 
the Sportsman's Trophy with its base 
inlaid with polished stones from the 
Pyrenees. 

The practice days of 1979 were held 
in glorious weather which was to 
disappear by race Sunday and be 
replaced by the wettest conditions for 
many years. The list of entries had 
shortened after the experiences of the 
big bike riders the previous year and 
Japanese enduros of 250cc and.below 
predominated. Some were ridden by 
young Frenchmen whose reckless style 
upset many car drivers and added to 
the decline in prestige of the event. It 
also added to the work of ambulances 
and hospitals. The team from Cor- 
sica upset the police and many citi- 
zens by putting on a display of 
wheelies in a main street of Pau the 
evening before the race, and the 
youngest member fatally injured a 
young girl the next day. I rode a 
BMW R80 and it looked like a 
mediumweight alongside the 1200 
Harley of my friend, Fred Warr from 
London. Fred and his father became 
the sole U.K. import ot Harleys in 
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make since. The arrival of the big 
beast in Pau was.a major attraction 
for the press and a Gallic crowd could ` 
be guaranteed wherever it was parked. 
Only Fred would have dared to pilot 
this machinery through mountains 
which had resented the intrusion of 
BMWs, Triumphs.and Nortons. Only 
Fred could have completed the course 
with brakes so tired that timekeepers 
moved backwards smartly as he arrived 
at control points with feet hard down 
to help the hot drums. In one of the 
backwood lanes, a small Citroen had 
the misfortune to meet the Harley 
and promptly dived into the ditch. 
Fred was not sure if they had touched 
or whether the native was plain scared < 
they might. 

Sunday was downpour day — 
through all the hours from the 5:30 
a.m. start to the last man home at 3:30 
p.m., the mountains were shroud- 
ed by fog clouds. The Bouzou timed 
climb had been abandoned because 
of rock falls and replaced by the 
wicked ascent through the mountain 
forest of Isseaux with a warning sign 
at the bottom which announced that 
it was impassable. On the first prac- 
tice day we spent several hours mov- 
ing rocks from the many corners but 
during the week the tree-felling trac- 
tors dislodged more. This was the 
climb to win on the way to the top 
award, and Emmerson with his Yama- 
ha 500 single was at his brillant best. 
But even more brilliant was Leandri, 
a Corsican stunt rider who was quick- 
er by anamazing 25 seconds. He went 
over the finish line with the front 
wheel of his Honda 500 trail bike 
high in the air. When the results were 
announced in the evening Leandri 
was a clear winner ahead of two 
Frenchmen on 175 trail bikes and 
London detective cop Ned Pullen on 
a 175 Suzuki. Fred Warr and the Har- 
ley defied the mountains and thun- 
dered past the checkered flag almost 
brakeless, scattering the crowd of 
spectators. Of the 104 starters only 62 
finished. 

There had to come a time for my 
last ride in the event, which had been 
irresistible year after year, and when I 
mailed my entry in 19801 knew that it 
would be the last one for the veteran 
the press now called Le Patriarch. I 
had always said that I would stop 
when I ceased to enjoy the ride and 
the higher risk factor had now over- 
taken the enjoyment. Especially on 
the R100 on which I made my fare- 
well and which was by far the biggest 
machine of the entire entry. Two very 
pleasant surprises made the week 
memorable. I had a message asking 
me to return early from the course on 
the Thursday evening for an undis- 
closed reason and I was collected 
from my hotel by a professor of Pau 
University. We drove to the suburb of 
Jurancon, the center of the wine 
industry of Aquitaine province since 
the 14th century. The Royal Society 
of Jurancon was created in 1553 to 
commemorate the birth of the future 
King Henri IV and I found myself 
being honored with the Order of 
Dignitaire in a traditional ceremony 
which was broadcast on radio. The 
ribbon of the Order was presented 
together with a parchment scroll and 
a silver cup inscribed with the royal 
arms. The only Englishman without 
at least a knighthood to be so honored 
and I wondered if I had been confused 
with a Shilton, who is an English 
Earl, but the answer was more sim- 
ple. It was for my services to the Cir- 
cuit des Pyrenees and to new compet- 
itors through 11 years. 

The other surprise was a presenta- 
tion by Pau University of a king-sized 
relief map of the Pyrenees. I look at 
the map over my desk as I type and see 
the mountain passes which I loved 
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ish on my last ride the BMW clutch 
finally refused to give any more help 
with gear changing. I knew the trou- 
ble for it had happened to a number 
of Scotland Yard R80s due to over- 
heating problems in heavy traffic and 
my R100 had certainly been running 
a high temperature in the moun- 
tains. I made it to the flag with no 
clutch control and did a Warr Harley 
on the crowd. I heard the voice of the 
commentator announcing that Le 
Patriarch had finished. How right he 
was. One final trophy to add to the 
collection and I call it the geriatric 
award. Lightweight enduros were 
again predominant in the results and 
London detective cop Ned Pullin 
was first on a 175 Suzuki. 

In 1981 the Elf petrol giant began 
to cut back the financial sponsorship 
upon which the race organization de- 
pended — it was reputed to be around 
$20,000 and paid for the support ser- 
vices which were essential to the 
operation and prestige of this unique 
international event. The hundreds of 
police officers around the course with 
their vehicles and two rescue helicop- 
ters, the ambulance fleet, costs of 
hospital treatment, trophy awards, 
and insurance cover against injuries 
to the public and damage to their 
property. Elf had also paid for the 
race-night banquet and the $25 in- 
demnity payment made to each com- 
petitor. Elf got nothing in return and 
British police teams even arrived with 
trucks advertising the products of Elf 
competitors. It was the only way of 
transporting their borrowed bikes, but 
once in Pau the trucks should have 
been parked away instead of being 
used on the course. The total entries 
had diminished and continued to do 
so for the next three years. Only a 
small number of brave or foolish men 
rode anything bigger than a 250, but 
north of England cop Emmerson 
remained true to Yamaha and moved 
over to an XT550. The course re- 
mained much the same for 1981 and 
the next two years and so did the pat- 
tern of results. The contests were 
between the enduros of French civil- 
ians and English police with Emmer- 
son getting amongst them and taking 
a second and a third place. BMW 
support ended in 1981 when another 
R100 was destroyed. My old friend 
John Gaut, a motorcycle patrol cop 
from the county of Essex, failed to 
distinguish a white-painted curb from 
a white line in the early morning 
gloom. 


By 1984 the magic of the week in 
the Pyrenees had faded. Elf had pulled 
out completely and with no replace- 
ment sponsor, Roland Roussel and 
the Club Paloise had continued to 
keep the event in the international 
calendar only with the minimum of 
support facilities. They proved inade- 
quate to prevent chaos on race Sunday. 
The planned course had to be changed 
three times because of objections from 
the two police authorities control- 
ling the zones of the Pyrenees Atlan- 
tique and the High Pyrenees. At 5:30 
a.m., the first man departed into the 
rain and 40 miles out an armed Gen- 
darme stopped him ata barrier across- 
the narrow road. The rider was a 
London cop whose abilities did not 
include the French language. More 
compeutors arrived and found that 
the road was closed for a car rally. 
The French led the way back toa road 
which promised to bypass the closed 
route but led instead to another bar- 
rier and Gendarme. The entire field 
of riders was halted, then made their 
way to the nearest village on the 
course and a new start was made. 

Back in Pau two clubmen from 
London were still looking for their 
machines. They had been stolen dur-~ 
ing the night and the police had no 
doubt that they were already n heir 
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way to North Africa where hundreds 
more had gone. Emmerson again led 
the English police contingent which 
was down to eight riders, two on XT 
Yamahas and the others on 250s and 
175s. They had been helped by no less 
than 25 English companies includ- 
ing the giant BP fuel combine and : 
the biggest brewery in London, either 
one of whom would probably have 
sponsored the event had the police 
appealed to them. 

I have since recommended this and 
hope that PB or London Beer will 
give the help which Roussel m 
needs. 

It was very late in the evening 
before the 1984 results were worked 
out in the absence of the Elf compu- 
ter. Only half the starters had made it 
to the finish, a Frenchman on a 
Honda was the winner anda Scotland 
Yard patrol rider friend of mine, 
Roger Jackaman, was second on a 
175 Yamaha. Bill Emmerson, who 
had replaced me as Le Veteran, was 
down in sixth place. Regrettably, what 
had for so many years been the well- 
organized and colorful award presen- 
tation banquet proved to be a fiasco. 
The venue had been changed from 
the impressive Elf headquarters in 
Pau to the austere buildings of a mil- 
itary base outside the town. At 8:00 
p-m. when the preceedings were due 
to start, the riders and their guests 
were waiting for the arrival of the 
officials and at 10:00 p.m. they were 
still waiting. The chaos of the morn- 
ing debacle and the absence of the Elf 
computer had brought the 1984 event 
to an unhappy ending. 

Thad just written a final paragraph 
to this story when a telephone call 
from France changed it. After 33 
years, the International Circuit des 
Pyrenees has ended. No longer will 
the mountains echo the sounds of 
racing motorcycles in the month of 
June, no longer will the crowds watch 
the parade of machines from the 
Place Royale along the Promenade 
des Anglais and through the narrow 
streets below the ancient castle, no 
longer will the children wave from 
the walls of the villages. The tree- 
lined driveway and the lawns of the 
Maison Roussel will be empty of ma- 
chines and riders for the first time in 
all those years. The end was inevit- 
able; sooner or later when the French 
police teams withdrew and took with 
them the prestige which their uni- 
forms had given to the event and 
which had brought their friends from 
Scotland Yard to ride with them on 
Triumphs. Together they endowed 
the Pau week with a kind of dignity 
which was unique and the warm 
camaraderie which attracted my 
friends and I, who made the long 
journey many times. 

It was inevitable also that the in- 
creasing severity of the course in- 
creased the entry of smaller machines 
and dissuaded the roadster big ones, 
thus changing the whole-nature of 
the event. For some obscure reason 
the lightweights with their ideal en- 
duro specifications had continued to 
be favored by a lower speed schedule 
in the regulations, and this was the 
wrong way ‘round. x 

In three days time I shall be attend- 
ing the 25th anniversary of the Feder- 
ation of British Police Motor Clubs 
under whose banner the teams have 
ridden at Pau and Roland Roussel 
will be there to say farewell. He and I 
are two of the four honorary members. 
We shall revive many memories, and I 
know that there will be a warm invi- 
tation for my wife and I to make a 
return visit to Pau. It will be accepted 
and we will make a slow tour of the 
mountains to look at the villages and 
views I never had time to see when I 
was racing to the next time control

Thorpe nips Malherbe 
in Belgian Grand Prix

NAMUR, BELGIUM, AUG. 4 


The look of desperation on Andre Mal- 
herbe’s face, uncovered as he ripped off his 
helmet at the end of the second grueling race 
around the Citadel of Namur told it all. 


The Belgian had given his all 
to hold on for victory in the 
opening moto but he had no 
answer to the pace of Dave 
Thorpe the second time out as the 
English hero took revenge for the 
British GP with his second successive 
Belgian GP win. 

Honda's Thorpe and Malherbe are 
now even mathematically assured of 
championship gold and silver, and, 
barring disasters, Malherbe now 
knows that his fate for 1986 will be to 
carry the number two plate. 

The only man to challenge the title 
candidates was Honda teammate Erik 
Geboers until he went out halfway 
through the first moto with a broken 
ankle. Only Georges Jobe finished 
within a minute and a half of the 
leading pair. 

Racing for the first time ina month 
after a shoulder operation, Hakan 
Carlqvist was nearly two minutes in 
back of winner Malherbe and runner- 
up Thorpe in moto two fora jubilant 
third. After a fifth in the first moto, 
American Danny Chandler came back 
for a fourth in moto two, scoring his 
first points since May. 

Malherbe made a dream start in 
moto one and set off into the woods 
with Jobe and Chandler as a buffer 
between himself and series leader 
Thorpe. Any ideas Belgian Jobe had 
of helping his fellow countryman 
were soon.squashed as Chandler and 
Thorpe stormed past, with Geboers 
emulating them on lap two. 

Two corners after leaving the arena 
for the second time, however, Chand- 
ler slipped off and, with Jobe unable 





to hold the pace for long, the three 
Hondas burst clear. 

To the delight of the home fans, 
Geboers snatched second from Thorpe 
on lap three, but it was no blocking 
tactic to let Malherbe escape. Thorpe 
did lose some ground on his rival 
three laps later when he was forced to 
navigate around Geboers, who had 
crashed heavily acccelerating out of 
the chicane and sustained a suspected 
broken ankle. 

“The winding track is so narrow 
that it is next to impossible to pass 
and I lost contact just getting around 
Erik and his machine,” said Thorpe. 

Thorpe was clearly faster and was 
soon on Malherbe’s tail, while by the 
20-minute stage even Jobe had left 
the arena long before the fourth man 
arrived. 

With three laps to go, Thorpe 
made a mistake in the woods and 
once again lost contact with Mal- 
herbe, but entering the final lap they 
were together again. “I knew where I 
would try to pass him. It was the only 
place I could find but I fluffed it 
before I got there,” said Thorpe after 
crossing the finish line in Malherbe’s 
tire tracks. 

Kurt Nicoll, the only man within 
three seconds of Thorpe in practice, 
went down before leaving the arena, 
saying it was “my own fault,” and 
pulled out on lap three after slipping 
off in the woods and bringing down 
Dave Watson, Jean Jacques Bruno 
and Willie Simpson. The torque arm 
and rear brake rod had been broken 
when a rival collided with his KTM 
as Nicoll raced through the pack. 

After the early sort out, the leader 
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Danny Chandler (11) passes Bjorn Torsson during qualifying for the G.P.; 
Chandler scored his first points since May with a 5-4 score. 





board became a series of duels with 
Andre Vromans just holding off 
Chandler for fourth after the Ameri- 
can stormed back from llth, Leif 
Persson demoting Jo Martens from 
sixth after a half hour, and Carlqvist 
having to use all of his track craft to 
deny Jukka Sintonen eighth. Earlier 
they had been together in one group 
with Marvyn Antsie right in the thick 
of it until a puncture forced him out. 

Jaak Ven Velthoven was clear of 
the rest when his exhaust pipe broke 
and 10th went to German Micheal 
Heutz, who rode bravely from the 
fourth lap with an ineffective front 
brake, a blown fork seal and the disc 
doused in oil. 

Malherbe was clearly looking for a 
repeat win in moto two, but light 
rainfall made the track treacherous 
and Persson and Antsie were soon 
behind Thorpe as he moved up from 
fourth. Malherbe, too, was soon a vic- 
tim of Thorpe’s charge. “It was the 
first lap or never,” said Thorpe. 
“When I ripped off the first tear-off as 
we passed the paddock entrance, all 
nine came off together. Before Erik 
went to the hospital, he told me 
where he had intended to pass Mal- 
herbe. My only chance was to try it 
and fortunately it worked. I could 
never have followed him without 
tear-offs in the rain.” 

For five laps, Jobe stayed as close as 
he could before pulling in to change 
a broken wheel. In another 15 min- 
utes, the spokes had gone in the 
replacement as he sought a way 
through the pack. 

As Jobe pulled in for his pit stop, 
Malherbe lost control on the road sec- 
tion and the race became deadly bor- 
ing. Eleven seconds down on leader 
Thorpe at the end of that lap, the gap 
steadily increased and the Belgian 
gave up all hope with three laps to 
go. He had no need to worry about 
any challenge as even third-place 
Carlqvist was still a minute behind 
him at the flag. 

Chandler got the better of Finn 
Kurt Ljungqvist, with Gerard Rond 
cruising home a lonely sixth after 
challenger Sintonen fell on the final 
lap. 

Vromans got up to seventh after 
bringing down Watson in the first 
turn while the Englishman pulled 
out before half-distance after wind- 
ing himself when he lost it on the 
slippery road section. Nicoll never 
even left the arena before his KTM 
seized solid. 
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Antsie had already shown he was 
capable of staying on the pace, but 
his superb start came to nothing 
when the left footpeg broke off. 

The World Championship is un- 
likely to be settled before the final 
round, but Thorpe is both the fastest 
and the coolest at the moment. Mal- 
herbe needs a miracle and he knows 
it. e

The chase for the 250c World 
Championship Motocross 
crown looks as if it will go all 
the way to the final race in 
West Germany after defending Worl 
Champion Heinz Kinigadner again 
cut back his deficit on series poin 
leader Jacky Vimond, albeit by a sin 
gle point. Just 12 points separate th 
pair after the weekend’s Russia 
round. 

Although Frenchman Vimon 
didn’t win a moto, his second an 
third placings were good enough t 
secure 32 precious points, as his arc 
rival, Austrian Kinigadner on th 
factory KTM, won overall and scoop 
ed up 33 points from his fourth 1 
moto one and a win in moto two.

The obviously fastest man at the 
meet was Dutchman Gert-Jan van 
Doorn, and he won the first moto 
ahead of Vimond, Italian Michele 
Rinaldi and Kinigadner, but a faulty 
ignition system knocked van Doorn 
out of the lead in the second moto. 

Rinaldi followed winner Kinigad- 
ner across the finish line in moto two, 
with Vimond finishing third ahead 
of fellow Yamaha rider Anders Eriks- 
son.

1100cc Sportster from 
Harley-Davidson

Just weeks after Harley-Davidson made 
public its all-new 883cc Evolution Sportster, 
the company has announced the rest of its 
1986 model lineup — and has raised more 


than a few eyebrows with a 
bored-out 1100cc version of the 
883 Sportster. Also new for 1986 
will be a heavily-chromed cus- 


tom version of the softail, a deluxe 
Grand Touring Sport Glide, and an 
optional high-tech sound system for 
all the touring models. 

Where the 883 Sportster had been 
targeted as an entry-level machine 
with a suggested retail price of $3995, 
the new XLH-1100 Sportster is an 
upwardly-mobile version of Harley's 
lightweight twin — tipping the show- 
room scales at a hefty $5199. The 
price difference is reflected in standard 
features that are available as options 
for the 883; the 1100 has both a speed- 
ometer and tachometer, Harley's 
pillow-look dual seat (with foot-pegs 
for the passenger), and blacked-out 
cylinders with polished fins. 

But what’s amazing is how little of 
the 1100cc engine is different from 
the 883. The added displacement is 
due to a larger cylinder_bore: the big 





Sportster’s bore is 85.1mm, up from 
the 883’s 76.2mm measurement. 
Stroke is unchanged at 96.8mm; the 
crankshaft is the same, with rebal- 
anced flywheels to suit the larger 
pistons. 

The cylinders are the same for both 
engines, with aluminum fins cast 
around a ribbed cast-iron liner. The 
1100 Sportster’s cylinders are literally 
bored-out versions of those on the 
883. 

Surprisingly, the cylinder heads 
are different from the 883. Where the 
883 uses 40.3mm intake and 34.3mm 
exhaust valves, the 1100 employs 
heavy-breathing 47mm intake and 
41mm exhaust valves — the same 
valve diameters as used on the 1340cc 
Evolution engine. However, the 
valves are not directly interchangea- 
ble between the two engines; the 
Sportster’s cylinders are shorter, and, 
in turn, the valve stems are shorter to 
suit the different rocker geometry. 
But since all of Harley’s Evolution 
engine cylinder heads share critical 
machining. angles. and dimensions, 





all three can be manufactured on the 
same production line. 

In the transmission, Harley made 
improvements to reduce shaft deflec- 
tion, which improved the strength of 
the gearbox to cope with the in- 
creased engine torque. Since these 
improved gears and shafts easily fit 
the 883, Harley has elected to fit the 
improved gears as standard on the 
smaller Sportster. Individual gear 
ratios, as well as primary and final 
gear ratios, are identical for both 
Sportsters. 

In spite of the new model’s in- 
creased displacement, both Sports- 
ters use the same 34mm Keihin car- 
buretor — with the same jetting. Also 
unchanged are the camshafts (and 
cam timing), the ignition system, the 
timing and spark-advance curve, the 
exhaust system, the primary drive, 
and the clutch. The interchangeabil- 
ity extends to the bodywork and run- 
ning gear; part numbers are the same 
for the frame, the front suspension, 
the swingarm and rear shocks, the 
brakes, gas tank and wheels. New 
parts for the 1100 XLH Sportster are 
restricted to the cylinder heads and 
the pistons — everything else is off- 
the-shelf 883 Sportster stuff. 

What will be different for the new 
1100 Sportster is performance. Har- 
ley rates the 883 Sportster at 53 bhp 
with a peak of 53 lb.-ft. torque; the 
1100 Sportster is rated at 63 bhp with 
63.5 lb.-ft. of torque — a difference 
that should at least bring the big 
Sportster up to the performance level 
of Harley’s discontinued 1000cc en- 
gine. 

Harley enthusiasts will recognize 
the new FXSTC Softail Custom as a 
Softail version of the styling treat- 
ment that appeared on last year’s 
Disc Glide. As a final custom touch, 
the frame is painted to match the 





burgundy bodywork. Both standard 
and custom Softails now use belt 
drive, and are fitted with five-speed 
gearboxes. 

The Grand Touring Edition Sport 
Glide FXRD is designed as a fully- 
dressed alternative to the spartan 
FXRT Sport Glide, and is equipped 
with a travel trunk, rider and pas- 
senger floorboards, saddlebag guards, 
and storage compartments within the 
fairing. A new two-into-two exhaust 
system is fitted in place of the stanard 
model’s staggered dual mufflers. Full 
VDO instrumentation and the deluxe 
ASI Sound System are also part of the 
Grand Touring Edition package. 

Harley-Davidson considers their 
new ASI Sound System to be an im- 
portant part of their new touring 
models; Harley realized they were 
losing a segment of the touring 
market to competing motorcycles 
with sophisticated built-in sound 
systems. The unit features an AM/ 
FM/CB radio, an auto-reverse 
cassette deck with Dolby and metal 
capability, and an amplifier rated at 
40 watts. According to Harley, most 
control functions can be selected 
with handlebar-mounted switches, 
and all controls are illuminated for 
fumble-free use after dark. 

Also new for the Harley-Davidson 
lineup are limited production Lib- 
erty Edition models of the XLH-1100 
Sportster, the FXRS Low Rider, and 
the FLT Electra Glide; the machines 
feature a special paint scheme with 
Liberty Edition graphics. Harley- 
Davidson will donate $100 from the 
sale of each machine toward the res- 
toration of the Statue of Liberty, and 
expects to raise $175,000 through the 
sales of these special models.

Title showdown 
set for Rose Bowl

There was little drama surrounding the final 
round of the 1984 Insport/Wrangler Supercross 
Series held at the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum; Honda’s Johnny O’Mara had led 


the series point standings nearly 
all the way and had a whopping 
43-point lead over Yamaha’s Rick 
Johnson heading into the race. 
O'Mara only needed to score five points 
during the night (the equivalent of a sec- 
ond ina heat race) to win the champion- 
ship, and he did, with points to spare. 

The situation in 1985, however, is 
quite different. Heading into the final 
round of the 1985 AMA Supercross 
Series, which will take place on the 
evening of August 17 at Pasadena, 
California's Rose Bowl Stadium, no 
less than five riders have a mathematical 
chance of going home with the cham- 
pionship tucked in their pocket. After 
10 races, only 10 points separate first 
through fourth in the point standings, 
and at the very top of the heap is a 
deadlock at 211 points between a pair 
of riders — Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward and 
Yamaha’s Broc Glover — with Honda’s 
Ron Lechien just another two points 
behind at 209 for third place. Another 
eight points back at 201 is Johnson, 
while O’Mara holds fifth at 182. One 
of these five riders will be the next 
supercross champ. 

Realistically, the title showdown 
will be centered around just the top 
three riders — Ward, Glover and 
Lechien — all three seeking their first 
supercross championship. What it boils 
down to is that if any one of the three 
wins the Rose Bowl — regardless of 
how the other two finish — he will be 
the series champion. There are, of 
course, many other combinations which 
will do the trick for any one of the top 
three; to become the champ, the rider 
basically must beat the other two. 

w Johnson’s chances of winning; the 





title are more remote; he would have to 
score 10 points more than Ward, Glover 
and Lechien on the night. For example, 
Johnson would have to win the race 
and Ward, Glover and Lechien would 
all have to finish out of the top five 
overall for the night. For reigning series 
Champ O'Mara, it’s a long shot; he 
would basically have to win the race 
and hope the other four riders ahead of 
him in the points either finished out of 
the top 15 or carded DNFs. 

Under the current race format, points 
are no longer awarded in heat and semi 
races, so there is no possibility of a 
rider bettering his points situation 
before the two final event motos. 
Championship points are only awarded 
on the basis of overall finishes in the 
final motos, so it will be important for 
a title-seeking rider to finish consistent- 
ly high in both motos. In the case of a 
tie in the final series point standings, 
which is likely to occur, the final race 
will serve as the tiebreaker. 

There have been 10 races and eight 
different winners in the series thus far. 
Lechien is the only rider with more 
than one win, and he has three to his 
credit; the other wins have fallen to 
Ward, Glover, Johnson, O’Mara, 
Kawasaki’s Mark Barnett, Honda’s 
David Bailey and Honda’s Bob Han- 
nah. When the season kicked off in 
January at San Diego, O’ Mara picked 
up where he left off at the end of 1984 
by winning overall with a 2-2 tally, 
while Glover, Johnson, Yamaha's Keith 
Bowen and Ward rounded out the top 
five. 

Glover topped Ward for the overall 
win at the next round in Anaheim and 
assumed the series point lead. As the 
series moyed to Seattle for a.double-

header, Lechien, who had finished 
12th and 11th, respectively, in the first 
two rounds, turned in a dominating 
performance, winning three out of the 
four final motos and winning overall 
on both days. Glover’s runner-up plac- 
ings on both days kept him firmly in 
the point lead, with Ward carding a 
fourth and an eighth on the weekend. 

Atlanta played host to the next round, 
and it was the 1981 Supercross Cham- 
pion, Barnett, coming away with the 
win ahead of Lechien, Ward, Glover 
and Bailey. Glover still hada tight grip 
on the point standings lead at 131 
points, while Ward and Lechien had 
moved into a tie for second at 113. 

Just before the Daytona race, Glover 
sustained a chipped bone in his left 
wrist in a practice get-off. The Daytona 
win fell to Hannah over Ward, Lechien 
and Bailey, with Glover finishing fifth 
and admittedly riding with much pain. 

A Houston, Ward displaced Glover 
as the point leader by clicking off his 
only overall win of the series, while 
Lechien finished ninth, just ahead of 
Glover. Lechien bounced back and 
won the next race in Orlando, while 
Ward and Glover finished sixth and 
seventh, respectively — keeping the 
point race an extremely tight one. 

Johnson copped his only overall 
win of the series at Dallas, with Ward 
coming away with second ahead of 
Bailey, Lechien and Glover. 

Series leader Ward had a seven-point 
cushion over runner-up Glover and 
nine points on third-place Lechien 
heading into the Los Angeles race in 
May, the 10th and second-to-the-last 
round of the series. Bailey won the 
race, but Glover and Lechien finished 
2-3 overall ahead of Johnson and Bow- 
en, with Ward sixth. The bottom line 
was that Glover made up seven points 














and moved into a tie for the point lead 
with Ward, while Lechien moved closer 
yet to the front pair. 

The riders have spent the last three 
months focusing on the outdoor Na- 
tionals, and the same three names have 
dominated that aspect of the sport. As 
the Nationals wind down, Glover has 
already clinched his third 500cc Na- 
tional Championship; Ward has a 
steady hold on the 250cc point stand- 
ings, with Lechien doing likewise in 
the 125cc class. At the Rose Bowl, 
Glover, 25, will be shooting for his 
seventh title (he also has three 125cc 
National Champioships to his credit); 
Ward, 25, the 1984 125cc National 
Champion, will be pushing for his 
second title; and Lechien, the youngest 
of the three contenders at 19, will be 
striving for his first-ever National 
crown. 

Its all on the line, and with the 
lucrative bonuses offered by the Japan- 
ese factories for winning the supercross 
title (Bailey has been quoted at saying 
that the bonus Honda offers is $100,000), 
the action in the Rose Bowl should be 
hot indeed.

Yamaha Motor Corporation revealed its 
1986 YZ125 and YZ80 models at DeAnza 
Cycle Park last week, and, according to 
Yamaha Product Evaluation Supervisor Ed 


Schiedler, “the YZ125 is our 
first priority.” For the past 
couple of years, the YZ125 has 
been the weak link in Yamaha’s 


motocross line-up, but the 1986 YZ125 
is all new; only the handlebars, grips, 
levers and color remain unchanged. 
Most of the attention went into the 
engine, which now has a smaller- 
volume combustion chamber, a new 
cylinder with different porting, and a 
20mm-longer connecting rod. Car- 
buretion is now handled by a 34mm 
flat slide (vs. a round slide) Mikuni 
feeding through a new case-induc- 
tion reed-valve system with fiber

changed at 56x50mm. 

The exhaust pipe is all new, the 
water pump has been slightly rede- 
signed to improve cooling, and the 
clutch has one more fiber and steel 
plate along with heavier springs and 
a new housing to accomodate the 
extra plates. 

Much effort went into lowering 
the center of gravity on the YZ — the 
gas tank has an all-new shape, the 
left side being lowered drastically, 
along with the larger radiators. 

The rear Mono-X suspension is 
all-new, too. The YZ comes stock 
with an Ohlins shock, complete with 
the Brake Actuated Suspension Sys-

gravity, the lower shock mount is 
connected to its linkage underneath 
the swingarm, instead of on top; the 
linkage lever ratios are different, too. 
The shock runs through the new, 
beefier, aluminum-alloy swingarm, 
which is similar to the swingarms 
used on Yamaha works bikes two 
seasons ago. The swingarm pivot 
area has been strengthened with 
more gusseting. 

The 43mm Kayaba forks didn’t 
need a lot of work; the damper rods 
are now coated with Alamite to re- 
duce friction and to maintain longer 
fork oil life.

The frame is new to accept the new 
rear suspension, and the steering 
head has been lowered — rake and trail 
is slightly changed.

airbox-to-carburetor boot can now 
be used to improve air flow. 

The YZ80 has engine modifica- 
tions to improve power throughout 
the rpm range.

The airbox is 
the same size as used on the YZ250 
and 490. 

The YZ80 now has an aluminum- 
alloy swingarm (instead of steel) anda 
front disc brake, which allows the use 
of a smaller hub with straight-pull 
spokes. The rear wheel has Yamaha’s 
Z-spokes. Both bikes have M-37 (front) 
and M-38 (rear) Bridgestone tires. 6,

Warren, Buchli 
take wins at

The third of five Greeley Super- 
crosses had its largest crowd 
and rider entry including three 
South Dakota competitors plus 


a Nebraska hotshoe. Defending 250cc 
Pro Supercross Champ Randy Warren 
(Yam) enjoyed the evening with his 
first victory of the season. After fin- 
ishing second in his heat behind the 
winner of the two. previous events, 
Dave Newell (Kaw), Warren was join- 
ed in the main by the second heats top 
finishers — South Dakotan Billy Stork 
(Hon) and McCook, Nebraska's Marty 
Gonshor (Yam).

Two laps later, Mitchell charged 
to the front and went into the last lap 
on top. However, Warren regained 
the lead and took it to the checkers 
ahead of Mitchell while Chris Sund- 
strom (Hon) took third from Gon- 
shor just ahead of Stork. 

South Dakota’s LeeVern Berry 
(Kaw) won his 125cc Pro heat ahead 
of Tim Buchli (Yam) and Mark Fle- 
sia (Kaw).

Hyde brothers 
dominate

With the water levels down 
over 11 inches below normal in 
the Black Hills region of South 
Dakota, Sunday’s points-pay- 
ing Borderline Racing Association 
motocross race at Spearfish Raceway 
had all the potential of turning intoa 
dustocross. And when the frame broke 
on the water truck Saturday, rolling 
it over onto the middle of the track, 
things were looking grim for the 
event.

Curt Hyde came out strong 
with a domination of the 125cc Pro 
category, then followed that up with 
a win in the 250cc Pro category. Lynn 
made it a clean sweep by grabbing 
both of the Open Pro motos despite

some problems in the first go-around. 

Starting off the day’s action was 
the 250cc Pro class, and as the pack 
headed into the first turn Curt Hyde 
had the holeshot with Dave Molder, 
Dave Zuhr and Greg Hyde behind. 
Molder had a horrendous moto, get- 
ting pushed out in the first lap and 
going down, taking another spill on 
the next lap, working all the way up 
to fourth with two laps to go, only to 
go down again and wind up in eighth. 
Meanwhile, Curt Hyde motored out 
into the lead, as Greg Hyde and Dave 
Zuhr set up a fight for the runner-up 
position: Hyde got the better of the 
two, taking over the second position 
near the halfway mark in the moto. 
For the remainder, the top three posi- 
tions held firm, and Curt Hyde took 
the win followed by Greg Hyde, 
Zuhr, Tony Ulrich and Joe Thomp- 
son. 

Round two saw Curt Hyde again 
get out of the gate first, but he blew 
the first corner and allowed Molder 
and Ulrich to slip by. Curt Hyde soon 
repassed Ulrich and began to set after 
Molder, but by then Molder had a 
solid lead built up. Curt Hyde took a 
face full of dirt on the third lap trying 
to rel in the leader, giving Ulrich and 
Greg Hyde a chance to catch right 
back up. For the duration of the race 
Curt Hyde kept both wheels upright 
and concentrated on building a little 
breathing room over the battle be- 
tween Ulrich and Greg Hyde. Greg 
Hyde got the third place position on 
the fifth lap, but was unable to 
advance any farther in the time re- 
maining, and Molder took the win 
with Curt Hyde second in the moto 
but first in the overalls. Greg Hyde's 
third gave him second overall to 
Ulrich’s 4-4 third overall tally, while 
Zuhr picked up fifth in the moto. and 
nudged out Molder for fourth overall. 

Curt Hyde returned in the 125cc 
Pro class and took over immediately 
in round oneas Clint Overman pulled 
in behind. The leading duo pulled 
away from the field comfortably by 
the halfway mark, but behind Lynn 
Hyde was having all kinds of trouble 
in his first attempt at racing a 125cc 
this year. Lynn Hyde began in fifth, 
got past both Randy Salveson and 
Henry Jordon, and then began a 
string of crashes that sent him right 
back into fifth once more. The lead- 
ing trio came across the line in the 
order of Curt Hyde, Overman and 
Jordon, while Lynn Hyde remounted 
and recaptured fourth just ahead of 
Salveson. 





Round two of the 125s resembled 
the first round as Curt Hyde took the 
early lead, and Overman soon worked 
past Henry Jordon and into second.

Lynn Hyde kept true to his un- 
usual form at the start of the first 
Open Pro moto. Tony Ulrich took 
the holeshot ahead of Hyde, but in 
the second corner Hyde was nailed 
from behind and went flying off the 
track. Ulrich then set off to a huge 
lead as Hyde worked his way back 
onto the track and began to steadily 
gain ground on Ulrich. Late in the 
moto as Ulrich was lapping slower 
riders, Hyde reeled him in with only 
two laps to go. Lynn Hyde then made 
his move on the back section of the 
course and slipped inside Ulrich and 
into the lead. Ulrich lost ground 
right after the pass, and never chal- 
lenged Hyde in the final lap as Lynn 
Hyde took the moto. 

Round two saw Lynn Hyde and 
Ulrich go into the first turn side-by- 
side, and this time Hyde made it 
through, the corner without going 
down and went into the lead. Ulrich 
began a chase from behind and tried 
hard in the opening lap to get the 
lead away from Hyde, but on the 
backstretch Ulrich went down, and 
gave Hyde a very sizeable lead early 
on.

Oliver overwhelms

Rich Oliver dominated the day 
with victories in Open GP, 
Open Superstreet, 750cc Stock 
Production and the Golden 
Gate Challenge. In the Stock Produc- 
tion Race, Oliver rode Kurt Bickel’s 
FZ750 after Bickel, having been barred 
from Sears Point, was unable to ride. 
The Golden Gate Challenge is AFM 
North’s annual invitational race, in 
which the best riders in the club are 
invited to compete for bragging 
honors as fastest in the north. The 
only machine restrictions are that it 
has to have two wheels and one 
engine, and just about evey type of 
bike raced in the club is entered. 
The Challenge was the last race of 
the day. The green flag dropped as 
the rays of the sun angled across the 
track and a cold ocean wind blew 
over the race course. Oliver imme- 
diately took the lead on an Open GP 
bike owned by Sandy Kosman Spe- 
cialties and sponsored by Shoei/ 
Megacycle/Para Performance. 
Donnie Greene, current holder of 
the AMA Lightweight number one 
plate, was expected to be in second on 
a bike owned and sponsored by Euro- 
cycle, who is developing their 
“Boxer” to compete with Bimota and 
other aftermarket frame manufactur- 
ers, but Greene bogged his engine on 
the line and allowed Jim Stephens to 
squeeze into second on his 250cc 
Spondon/Armstrong. Stephens who 
is riding in top form after his second 
and third place finishes at Pocono 
and Laguna Seca, had won the For- 
mula Two race earlier in the day. 
Behind them were Ed Woo on a 
OW31, Vince Costa riding a GPz750 
tuned by Kelly Block, Jim Jeppson 
riding a 750cc Triumph that could 
have been eligible for the vintage 
race, and Joe Montoya riding a TZ250. 
Greene, who was riding a machine 
much larger than what he was used 
to, seemed to have lost his concentra- 
tion when he bogged at the starting 
“line and he never looked completely 
comfortable on the superbike. Greene 
managed to hold third, but he was 
closely pursued by Ed Woo, who had 
started in the last row. 
Oliver started moving away from 
most of the field, gaining several

seconds with each lap. After the second 
lap, Oliver had established a domi- 
nating lead, but Stephens somehow 
managed to keep Oliver in sight even 
though he was giving up 750cc. Ste- 
phens, however, was unable to put a 
charge together that would put him 
within striking range. 

Greene remained in third, but Woo 
followed closely, leaving the national 
champion with no margin for error. 

Further back the battle for fifth was 
hot between Jeppson, Costa and Mon- 
toya. Each was riding different 
machinery and each had advantages 
at different parts of the track, but 
when they came around for the first 
lap, they were nearly three abreast. 
On the next lap Costa was in the lead 
and Jeppson was close behind while 
Montoya followed at a distance. 

At the halfway point, Stephens, in 
second, slowed noticeably and then 
pulled off after one lap when his gas 
tank strap broke. This left Greene in 
second with Woo close behind and 
looking for passing room in almost 
every corner. On the next lap, just 
when Woo was about to make his 
move, he suddenly pulled off as he 
crossed the start finish. Woo, who 
was still nursing injuries from a 
crash at the Laguna Seca National, 
quietly parked his bike and limped 
behind the crash wall. He had run 
out of gas. 

Now the race between Jeppson and 
Costa was for third and there were no 
quarters given. Costa had the edge 
down the straights on his four-cylin- 
der, while Jeppson was gaining in all 
of the fast corners. Then, on the last 
lap in turn 10, Jeppson made his 
move. He passed Costa on the exit 
and held his lead through turn 11 and 
took third with Costa close behind 
and gaining on the straight. When he 
pulled in, Costa had a flat front tire. 
He said, “I couldn't keep the bike 
under control in the esses. I thought 
it was me.” 

In the 450cc Modified Production 
race run earlier in the day, Steve 
Wickland managed to get his first 
and much deserved win in that class. 
Wickland has campaigned on his 
Santa Clara Cycle Salvage/EDCO- 
sponsored Honda Hawk since he was 
a novice. When he first started, he 
was losing to highly modified 350cc 
and 400cc RDs but in the last year he 
has had to face RZ350s. Each year 
brought him closer to the leader, but 
he had never been able to put it all 
together for a win. Today all that 
changed. 

When the green flag fell, the race 
started as usual with the low end 
grunt of Wickland’s four-stroke pull- 
ing the holeshot on the two-strokes. 
In the first lap, Wickland was able to 
pull out a one-second margin on 
Blaine Ida and Brian Hewett, both 
riding Yamaha two-strokes sponsored 
by Palo Alto Yamaha. 

Meanwhile, Ken Evans, who was 
making his first appearance on a 
brand new RZ350, started well back 








in the pack and was moving up 
through the field. By the third lap 
Evans had caught up to Ida and 
Hewett. He passed Hewett on one lap 
and the next time round he was in 
front of Ida, and moving away from 
the pair. Evans set his sights on 
Wickland who had managed to gain 
several seconds on him. 

In the next couple of laps the posi- 
tions remained the same: Wickland, 
Evans, Ida and Hewett. Evans was 
making ground on Wickland. But 
when the white flag came out, Evans 
had no chance to make up the 
distance. 

Wickland took the win with Evans 
a distant second on his Santa Clara 
Cycle Salvage/FOX/Prancing Horse 
Inc. RZ350. Ida ran out of gas on the 
last lap.

Poet smokes ’em

SONOMA, CA, JULY 7 

The fans at the AFM North 
Road Race were treated to a 
day of close racing as the mid- 
season battles for the club and 
class championships are narrowing 
down to fierce one-on-one contests. 
The 600cc classes, the largest by far, 
also produced the most champion- 
ship points and the closest racing for 
those points. 

When the green flag dropped on 
the 600cc Superstreet race, Mark 
Ruffner’s wild wheelie cost him the 
lead at the first turn. Ed Ragle, on his 
Zebra-striped Red Eagle Racing 
Yamaha grabbed the lead, followed 
closely by Ed Woo. The pair held the 
first two slots until James Huebner, 
running at the front of the pack, went 
down in turn 10. There weren’t any 
injuries, but the race was stopped to 
clean up after the high-speed get-off. 
On the restart, Ruffner kept his front 
wheel closer to the ground and beat 
Ragle to the first turn, but Jim Poet 
and Woo had already grabbed the 
first two positions. Poet and his 550cc 
Kawasaki began to pull away from 
Woo, who had his hands full trying 
to hold off the hard charging Ruffner. 
By the halfway point, Poet had a 
commanding lead and Ruffner had 
gained the upper hand in his duel 
with Woo. Woo kept the pressure on 
until the finish, but the final order 
was unchanged. 

Glen Shopher was one of the first 
riders out for the warm-up lap in the 
600cc Modified Production race. That, 
and a short delay getting the 50-plus 
rider field organized on the grid, 
allowed him to fix the mechanical 
problem he discovered on the warm- 
up laps and still be ready for the start. 
He showed how ready he was by mov- 





ing past the front row and leading the 
pack into the first turn. 

When the leaders came down off 
the field, Ed Ragle had a slight edge 
over Robert Sells and a host of other 
Yamaha riders fighting for the lead 
Ragle slowly increased his lead as a 
series of riders came up to contest 
Sell’s hold on second place. Jim 
Jepsen was the most persistant, and 
when Sells retired in the third lap, he 
took a firm hold on second place. 
Robert Barretta then inherited the 
task of holding off the tightly grouped 
pack of riders that chased the leaders 
right up to the checkered flag. Ragle 
won with a two-second margin over 
Jepson, while Barretta held on for 
third. 

The 600cc Box Stock race was nearly 
a carbon copy of the 600cc Modified 
Production class. AMA Pro Scott 
Gray, still recovering from a get-off 
in the Sears Point National, brought 
out his personal FJ600 to loosen up 
for the upcoming Laguna Seca Na- 
tional. He was threatened briefly by 
Jepson, but at the end it was Gray, 
Jepson and Barretta. 

The prize money offered in the 
Yamaha RZ series has attracted both 
talent and entries to the new class. 
Currently three of the top 10 in AFM 
championships points have been 
earning those points on an RZ. The 
race looked wide open since class 
leader Paul Van Zuyle was not there. 
Malcolm Hill, who seemed to win 
everything Van Zuyle didn’t, had a 
brand new bike since the last one had 
been disqualified for an illegal port- 
ing job. When the race began, per- 
petual runner-up Scott Moore grabbed 
the lead and held on fiercely. He was 
chased by a pach of five riders that 
included Hill, who moved up through 
the rest of the bikes. The reportedly 
stock motor didn’t show any advan- 
tage in horsepower; Hill just wove 
and wobbled his way through the 
other bikes, finding a few more inches 
of track in the corners. Once secure in 
second, Hill began eating away at 
Moore’s slim lead. Once they reached 
the back-markers, Hill got past Moore 
in traffic and proved to be uncatch- 
able as he moved through the back of 
the pack. Moore was never seriously 
threatened in second place, but the 
battle for third never let up. All four 
of the contestants held third for at 
least a few moments, but it was long- 
time RD racer Blaine Ida who was in 
front when the checkered flag fell. 
The final order was Hill, Moore and 
Ida. e

Team Husky’s Dan Smith and Malcolm 
Smith Motorcycles-sponsored Eric Hallgath 
won their races on Saturday and Sunday to 
highlight two days of racing at Huntington 


Beach Motorcycle Club’s AMA 
D-37 Dual European Scrambles. 
Smith won the Open Expert 
races while Hallgath came close 
to locking up the Number One plate 
in the 250cc class. Smith won easily 
on Sunday but had to fight off a fur- 
ious challenge by ATK rider Chris 
Crandall before claiming victory on 
Saturday.

John Braasch Jr. powered his 
KX125 Kawasaki to third. 

The Veteran war was won by Mike 
Fitzgerald after Mike Sixbery dropped 
out witha flat tire Saturday. On Sun- 
day, Sixbery (Yam) returned the favor 
and reversed their standings with a 
hard-fought win. “I really made an 
effort to get out in front early” said 
Sixbery. “The dust made it hard to 
pass so I wanted to be in the lead. It 
worked out but Fitzgerald was right 
there if I made a mistake.” 








Saturday’s Senior race was high- 
lighted by Bob Ashcraft’s victory, his 
last as an Amateur. There was a 
(Expert) red stripe waiting for him at 
the finish line. Dick Postma took 
second Open Senior while Al Guz- 
man (Suz) took the 250cc class honors. 

On Sunday, Joanna Brownell 
(AXO/Sport-Track/Kal-Gard) led the 
Women’s race wire-to-wire on a bor- 
rowed Husky as her bike broke Sat- 
urday. She ran out of gas in her race 
Saturday on her husband’s bike but 
had no problems Sunday. Rosa Tay- 
lor won the Amateur honors. 

Bob Ashcraft’s transfer to Expert 
didn’t faze him a bit as he again took 
the overall in the Senior race, beating 
Tom Crandall (ATK). Larry Gorden 
took home the 175cc Senior win. The 
175cc Expert/Amateur bash was a 
good race with Kawasaki-mounted 
Brett Howell leading wire-to-wiie 
Howell was chased by Duane Sum- 
mers (Cag) and at the end of the two 
laps, Summers was really moving up 
but on the third and last lap had to 
drop back when his ear infection was 
starting to make him sick again. He 
ended up second, barely able to hold 
on. Sean Brakley (Hon) rode a very 
strong race to finish third. 

The 250cc Expert race had a very 
nervous Eric Hallgath bursting into 
an immediate lead. Hallgath wanted

Smith and Derrick Paiement 
shared a milkcrate as they waited the 
banner drop. Paiment had a new, 
big, gas tank mounted to avoid the 
lack-of-fuel problem that cost him a 
win two weeks before. Crandall was 
primed as he wanted to make up the 
five-second deficit that cost him the 
win Saturday. Smith just wanted to 
win, period. The banner moved slightly 
before dropping and a couple of 
quick reacting riders got a jump on 
the field but the hot line was on the 
right side, where Ashcraft shot out to 
the lead. “I had the lead aways out, 
but I slowed slightly for a bad dip and 
I couldn’t believe it! Smith went by 
me in the air on my right!” said Ash- 
craft later. “I figured he was crazy for 
sure and then Crandall went by, too! 
I passed Crandall back and went for 
Smith but then the bike seized again! 
I tried to baby it but it kept locking 
up. I think I got a bad bore job and 
the bore is tapered.” 

Smith opened up about a 10-second 
lead over Crandall with Derrick 
Paiement third at the end of loop 





one. Smith kept pulling away to an 
eventual 45-second victory.

He was really 
riding smooth up front and just pulled 
away. He deserved to win.”
